Army Nurses 

This band of brave women are worthy of honor. It seems but 
as yesterday to that grand organization the tender ministrations they 
received at the hands of you women; how you comforted and raised 
them up in the hospital. I feel we cannot do too much for you to 
repay you for what you did for our comrades. I am justly proud of 
the honor of appointing a set of Army Nurses' Aides, and I find I 
made no mistake in appointing for my chairman Mrs. Eliza S. 
Griffin; she has worked with love and devotion for these dear ones, 
bringing gladness and sunshine into their lives. A dark cloud came 
over this little band of women October 26, 1921, as Annie K. Brown 
passed away. On January 11, 1922, Margaret Hamilton was called 
home. These two women have gone away, but in going they leave 
behind an honored record of faithful service. This committee has 
presented to each of the members remaining a piece of gold. The 
reception tendered these ladies at Headquarters will long be remem- 
bered. 


Condition of the Department 

At the beginning of the year we had 162 Corps and 14,222 mem- 
bers. I am very proud to report one new Corps has been instituted 
at Fort Strong with twenty members. This Corps takes the name of 
my father, Warren Ellis Relief Corps, No. 171, of which I am very 
proud. "Over-ambitious schemes are most likely to fail, but without 
overreaching it is quite possible." I thought so many times, where 
could I look for a Corps? To Mrs. Maria Bateman is largely due 
the credit of this new Corps, for had it not been for her looking in 
the right place my schemes would not have been possible. 

On Saturday afternoon, March 4, 1922, we sailed down the 
harbor to this Fort with nineteen officers and members, accompanied 
by our Department Commander, Edwin F. Morrill. The Corps wa$ 
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instituted by the Department President, assisted by the Instituting 
and Installing Officer, and was installed by our National President, 
Mrs. Agnes H. Parker. This Corps consists of nurses and wives of 
the Army. After the installation, we enjoyed refreshments served 
by the husbands of these ladies. 

Our membership April 1, 1922, was 14,713, a gain of 491. It 
gives me pleasure to report that no Corps has surrendered its charter. 
Some, however, are working under great disadvantages, transporta- 
tion being the cause of a great many Corps being discouraged. Much 
praise is given Corps 46, of Saugus and Corps 81, of Belchertown, 
for their courage in trying to hold together. In visiting these Corps, 
I found. they were struggling hard to keep alive, but with my help 
they are on the road to prosperity. 


Finances 

While touching upon this very important subject, I feel I should 
mention the very efficient manner in which our Treasurer, Mrs. 
Fannie M. Jones, gpards the doors of your treasury. She has proven 
to. you a faithful officer, and deserves appreciation and thanks for 
her faithful services. She will give in detail the financial report. 

The Corps away from Boston feel a Department President 
should visit them. In doing so at the present time, it means a large 
sum for traveling expenses, as you will see by the Treasurer's Report. 
They should be visited just as much as those near Boston. Besides 
traveling expenses, printing and supplies have advanced as well, and 
our rent has increased $5.00 per month. Some Corps give freely to 
the requests of National and Department, but to our General Fund 
they send only the per capita tax. In former years the proceeds of 
the Fair made up the extra amount required and lasted two years, 
but now it does not. As each County Associaton feels that a repre- 
sentative from the Department should visit them four times a year, 
if possible, you cannot realize the great expense attending the same. 
In order to meet all the requirements, I offer Recommendation No. 4: 
That the per capita tax be raised one cent per quarter.

Josephine Donnelly: I can never repay her for what she has done 
this year. I have felt she has neglected business a great many times 
to help me make my year a success. I feel that I much speak of my 
Department Inspector, Mrs. Hattie A. Calahan. I wish to express 
my personal thanks for her excellent work this year. It was my 
privilege to accompany her on her travels to the different parts of the 
State. We were most cordially received, and I wish to express my 
hearty thanks to the Corps that were so kind as to exemplify the 
work of our Order; also to the kind members that emtertained us so 
loyally. I shall always look back with a great deal of love and re- 
spect for her in the creditable results of her year's work. 

Americanization 

My Americanization Committee has had a very efficient leader 
this year, Mrs. Elizabeth Robbins Berry. Her circular letter was 
very instructive; she is to be congratulated. I feel we understand 
more fully our work along this line than we have in the past, not only 
the making of an American out of a non-English-speaking immigrant, 
but by trying to let them know we are interested in them. In this 
line of work Bostom leads all cities, with New York second and San 
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Francisco third; yet more than half of the foreign-born in Boston are 
between the ages of 20 and 44, and only six per cent, of those are in 
school. 

I feel that we should take a personal pride in helping to sustain 
an institution like the International College at Springfield. By doing 
so we will be able to have more of these foreign-born educated. 

Our organization should try and keep our own city in the lead, 
as it depends on everyone for help. 

I therefore offer Recommendation No. 6: That the plans for the 
support of one child at the American International College be left 
with the incoming President and Council. 

The Friendly Relations Committee has met several times this 
year under the guidance of their very efficient Chairman, Mrs. Ger- 
trude Lyman. Hen work can never be excelled, as the Pop Concert 
held in Unity Hall was the greatest success socially in the history of 
our Order. 

As the Committee from the several organizations expressed a 
wish that a permanent committee could be maintained whereby the 
friendly spirit could grow between the several organizations, I very 
much hope a like Committee will continue. 

Through the work of this Committee we found, in settling for the 
Government tax, our organization is not exempt from taxation ac- 
cording to the law of Massachusetts. Many other patriotic organiza- 
tions are exempt on entertainments, as this hardly seems fair to an 
organization representing such charitable and patriotic work as ours. 

I offer Recommendation No. 7: That the Legislative Committee 
for the coming year look into the matter whereby we can reap the 
benefit of the exemption of tax. 

The National Convention held at Indianapolis last September 
was not so largely attended by the Massachusetts delegates as in 
former years, being held at the same place the year previous and 
railroad fares just double. However, we were met at the station by 
a large number of friends, who gave us candy and fruit as they ex- 
tended their regrets on being unable to go and enjoy the trip with us. 

My Department Senior Vice-President, Mrs. Carrie F. Loring, 
presented me with a box. If we wished for anything to eat or use, 
it was right there in that box. It was very much appreciated. 

The citizens of Indianapolis extended a most hearty welcome. 

On Monday afternoon a meeting of our delegates was held and 
all urged to work faithfully for the election of our candidate. All 
pledged themselves to do all they could for her election. Mrs. Flor- 
ence Haynes, Past National Inspector, nominated Mrs. Agnes H. 
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Parker, seconded by the Department President, the entire delegation 
standing. We were very happy to again have the honor of returning 
home with a National President. I want to thank Mrs. Florence 
Haynes for the hours of efficient work as Chairman of the Campaign 
Committee. The usual reception tendered by the Department of 
Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps was held in Grand Army 
Headquarters. It was not so largely attended as in former years. 

I want to thank the members for the lovely sterling silver spoons 
presented me on that evening. The report of the Delegate-at-Large 
will give the details of the Convention. 

This year, by vote of the Council, two Conferences were held, 
one in Springfield and one in Lynn. Both were well attended. They 
were very instructive and inspiring. The interchange of thought from 
the members was of such benefit that members feel we should hold 
two such Conferences next year, as the value of these Conferences 
is being more recognized. I feel that they will hereafter be more 
largely attended. 

I offer Recommendation No. 8: That we hold two Conferences 
this Fall; the date and plans to be named by the incoming Depart- 
ment President. 

The Department Headquarters Aides, Mrs. Lena M. W. Snow, 
Chairman, are to be congratulated on their work. While we were 
enjoying ourselves in Indianapolis, little did we think of these faithful 
ladies, left at home working hard, washing the walls and pictures, 
also a general house-cleaning of all the rooms. When we returned 
home we found upon the floor a wonderful new rug. Since then they 
have purchased one dozen folding chairs, window shades, and two 
beautiful electric domes.

I consider that these little pamph- 
lets are a great help to the Presidents and Conductors of the various 
Corps, for to do the work right at every meeting saves all the worry 
and dread of Inspection, and I also feel that if the Ritual was studied 
more thoroughly in conjunction with the Instructions, all would be 
prepared to do more uniformly the work in which we are interested, 
and therefore I recommend that new Instructions be printed and sent 
to all Corps to be passed on as each new President takes the ofiice. 

In appointing the Assistant Inspectors, your Department Presi- 
dent and Inspector chose those that they thought to be fully con- 
versant with their duties so as to be able to instruct as well as inspect 
the Corps to which they were assigned, but I regret to say in one or 
two cases this did not prove a fact. 

To the Assistant Inspectors who have given their time to the 
duties assigned them I extend my grateful thanks, and to those un- 
able on account of sickness I extend my sympathy. 

I have attended all Council meetings, was present at 12 Exem- 
plifications, inspected 16 Corps, installed the officers of Corps 102, 
Weymouth, and my own dear Corps 20 of South Boston for the 
eighth consecutive year, served as Conductor for Corps 94 of South 
Braintree at their installation, and have visited several Corps un- 
officially. Attended the reception to our Department Senior Vice- 
President, Mrs. Carrie F. Loring, the thirty-sixth anniversary of 
Corps 63, which I enjoyed very much; also four meetings of the 
Suffolk County Association, one of Plymouth, two of Middlesex, one 
of Norfolk, and one of Hampden and Hampshire, and I thank all for 
courtesies extended. It was my privilege also to be present at the 
Institution of the new Corps at Fort Strong, which was named 
Warren Ellis in honor of our Department President's father, and it 
gives me great pleasure to congratulate her for having added a new 
Corps to our Department.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTOR 


Boston, April 10, 1922. 

Miss Mary E, Elliot, Department Secretary, Woman's Relief Corps : 

Dear Madam: — As I review the work of the various Corps dur- 
ing my year of service as Department Patriotic Instructor, I am 
satisfied that the interest in Patriotic Teaching has been fully sus- 
tained, and in some localities there is evident the increase of Patriot- 
ism which the peculiar circumstances of these reconstruction days 
seem to require. I regret, however, that several Corps that I know 
have done good work have failed to report it, therefore leaving the 
record incomplete. Blanks were sent to all Corps in November, and 
those failing to return them were again reminded early in March, 
and in some cases third requests were made. 

Several Presidents wrote that because of small numbers or other 
reasons they had had no Patriotic Instructor, yet some of those 
Corps had done excellent Patriotic work. In some remote localities 
they have reported that schools were already provided with Flags 
and Patriotic literature, therefore there was no work to be done. 
The observance of our Special Commemoration Days has been gen- 
eral, though not all Corps have observed them all. The sum total of 
activity shows that the Corps are alert to the need of Patriotic 
Teaching ! 

In my opinion, the need of such work as ours is greater now 
than ever before, and it is especially important that the instruction 
be of a practical sort. Sentiment and good Americanism are not 
always synonymous. I noted recently in a Boston newspaper an 
account of the celebration of an alien holiday in one of the high 
schools of our State. While I am absolutely free of race or religious 
prejudice, I still believe that no holidays except those strictly Ameri- 
can should be observed in our public schools. With the many nations 
represented in our alien population, confusion would soon result. 
Tactful Patriotic Instructors are necessary to deal with such ques- 
tions, and Presidents should exercise especial care in making their 
appointments of Patriotic representatives. 
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More depends upon the proper teaching of the children in. the 
schools at the present time than ever before. Much harmful propa- 
ganda is being disseminated, some of it extremely dangerous because 
attractively presented. Facts of American history arc being dis- 
torted, and the stories of some of our greatest achievements as a 
nation are belittled almost beyond recognition. It rests upon us, by 
quiet, firm insistence upon truth to history, to American ideals and 
to civic righteousness, to successfully combat all untoward influences. 

So generally excellent has been the Patriotic work of the Corps, 
as culled from the tabulated reports, that to mention all the good 
things which have been done would require more space than I have 
at my disposal. I have sent out two circular letters, in which I tried 
to impress upon the Corps Instructors that it would be very helpful 
and instructive to receive copies of their yearly reports to their re- 
spective Corps. In only two or three instances was this done, yet 
nearly every Patriotic Instructor accomplishes something during the 
year which is quite worth while, but does not fit into the blank as 
prepared. There should at least be a space for "remarks." 

To illustrate with a few instances: Nellie R. Story sends from 
Stoneham a story of the entertainment of twenty-seven World War 
veterans from the hospital, also the G. A. R. veterans of the local 
Post. They were given an al fresco dinner and supper, and a sixty- 
mile auto drive. An especially good stroke of patriotic education was 
the inclusion of children to help entertain the old and the young 
veterans. 

Lottie Crosby, of Corps 138, Hopkinton, presented a Flag to a 
local woman's club, thus creating pleasant relations between two 
organizations of women. Such opportunities should oftener be made 
use of. 

Corps 97 of Lexington, though having no Patriotic Instructor, 
placed four Flags in schools and churches, and presented one to Girl 
Scouts. 

Mrs. Blake, of Corps 74, Plainville, presented 329 Flags directly 
to pupils taking part in Patriotic exercises in the schools. 

Flora A. Whitney, of Worcester, in addition to much work along 
regulation lines, presented three Flags to Boy Scout troops. 

Rhoda M. Kuralt, of Springfield, presented three Flags to Boy 
Scouts and one to a Marine Association. 

Alice Lothrop, of Eastondale, presented a Flag to the Soldiers* 
Home at Chelsea. 

Lissette A. Youlden, of Norwood, herself spoke at Patriotic ex- 
ercises in ten schools. 
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Each Instructor seems to find some especial work, and to report 
it is to arouse interest in other Corps. Especially valuable is an 
interchange of ideas and experiences among Patriotic workers. I 
tried to inaugurate something systematic along that line at the time 
of the County meetings, but the results have not been encouraging, 
and unfortunately I was unable to push the matter by being present 
in person. 

Traveling. Flags have renewed something of. the old-time fra- 
ternal spirit between Corps, but although I have heard of several of 
these Flags en route, only one instance was reported as Patriotic 
work. Mrs. Georgianna P. Hood, of Maiden, wrote of the Flag which 
started from her Corps in June, and was welcomed in nine Corps, 
returning home in December, when it was the occasion of an en- 
thusiastic Patriotic gathering, with Department officers and other 
guests present. 

It seems to me that a few changes would make our Patriotic 
work more attractive. First, the rank of the Corps Patriotic In- 
structor should be comparable with that of a similar officer of the 
G^ A. R., wheie the Patriotic Instructor is but a step below the Chap- 
lain. Our officer is often a Past President. While we reverence our 
Flag as second only to. the Bible, why should our Patriotic repre- 
sentative be placed so near the end of the line? Greater importance 
given the duties of this officer would also be an improvement. 

The rules of the War Department are imperative that the Flag 
shall not be dipped in salute to any one. Yet we continue to dip pur 
Flags, notwithstanding that it detracts from the dignity of the Flag 
work. There is a general demand for the return of the hand salute 
in connection with the pledge to the Flag, and that will probably be 
the first reform to be effected. That and other suggestions will, of 
course, have to be acted upon by higher authority, but the first step 
is to feel the importance of change, and to think and talk about it. 
The fact is that, although we are the pioneer organization in Patriotic 
instruction, we have been outstripped by others who have made their 
Patriotic work more impressive and attractive. 

Most deeply do I regret that during the second half of my term 
of office the demands of business upon ray time have been so great 
that I have been unable to k^ep in as close personal touch with the 
work as I would have liked to. I have done all I could under the 
circumstances. I have prepared and sent out two circular Fetters. 
Also prepared a leaflet on the correct use of the Flag. For the .Na- 
tional body, I have sent samples of the American's Creed, the report 
blanks and the circular letter of the National Pati-iotic Instructor. 
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Have attended two of the three Council meetings; represented 
the Department at two County Association meetings, and have at- 
tended two others, notably at Plymouth on Columbus Day; was 
detailed by the Department President to take her place at the Flag 
Day exercises of the Daughters of Veterans at Faneuil Hall,, and of 
Corps 20 at South Boston; alsd at the exercises of the Spanish War 
Veterans at Faneuil Hall on the anniversary of the sinking of the 
Maine; inspected three Corps and installed the officers of two; at- 
tended three Corps anniversaries; spoke before six Corps on the life 
and work of Clara Barton, on the occasions of their observances of 
the one hundredth anniversary of her birth; also gave the same paper 
before nine other societies ; attended the autumn meeting of the 
Department at Springfield, and gave a paper on "The Origin and 
History of Patriotic Teaching by the Woman's Relief Corps"; was 
present with the Department at the reception by Governor Cox at 
the State House on February 22; attended the reception to Depart- 
ment Commander Morrill at Everett in June, also the one to our 
National President, Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, at the Hotel Vendome. 
On Memorial Day I was the guest of the Ladies of the G. A. R. at 
Billerica. 

I have no way of knowing how many Corps observed the Birth- 
day Anniversary of Clara Barton, in response to the request of the 
National President, but think it was quite generally done in this 
I)^partment. 

It has been a great pleasure to serve as Department Patriotic 
Instructor, and I am very grateful to our Department President for 
the privilege of assisting her in this way. I am honored to have had 
a part in her administration. In my opinion, there is nothing finer 
in our work than to promote the Patriotism which was so noblj^ 
exemplified by the men of the sixties. The Flag they saved is to us 
a sacred thing, as is the pure Americanism for which it stands. The 
Flag of itself cai;i accomplish nothing. Only as we keep it aloft by 
earnest endeavor, by insistence upon the very best type of Patriotism, 
not only from those who have inherited the Flag from their fore- 
fathers and from the men of the Civil War, but on the part of every 
one who seeks refuge under its matchless folds will its meaning be 
fully understood. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Corps Patriotic Instructors for 
their devotion, so productive of results. I would also acknowledge 
the courtesies extended by many Corps, and regret that I have not. 
been able to accept all invitations received.

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REPORT OF DELEGATE-AT-LARGE 


Boston, April 11, 1922. 

Miss Mary E, Elliot, Department Secretary, Woman's Relief Corps : 
Dear Madam: — As Dclegatc-at-Largc to the Thirty-ninth Na- 
tional Convention held at Indianapolis, Indiana, the week of Septem- 
ber 26th, I submit the following report: 

Through the courtesy of the Massachusetts Department of the 
G. A. R., an invitation was extended to the Woman's Relief Corps 
to accompany them on the official train, which left the South Station 
Sunday, September 2Sth, at 2 p. m., stopping at Worcester, Spring- 
field and Pittsfield, arriving at Indianapolis Monday afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 

The Headquarters of the Massachusetts Department was located 
at Hotel Lincoln, Room 205, which was in charge of Department 
Junior Vice-President Mrs. Phinney. The National Headquarters 
were located at Hotel Severin. 

The first session of the Thirty-ninth National Convention was 
called to order at 9.30 a.m. Tuesday, September 27th, in the Meridian 
Street Methodist Church. 

After the opening exercises, roll-call of officers and Past National 
Presidents, the President read her address and appointed her com- 
mittees for Convention. Her address was listened to with much in- 
terest, and told of the increase of active work along many lines by 
members of our Order. 

The Tuesday evening session opened in regular form, when the 
pass-word was being taken. Corps of Indianapolis sang the State 
song. The first business was the election of officers. 

There were 452 present and entitled to vote. 

There were several candidates for National President, viz. : Mrs. 
Grace Willard of California; Mrs. Bell W. Bliss of Wisconsin; Mrs. 
Marie L. Basham of Iowa. 

Mrs. Florence Haynes, Past Department President of Massa- 
chusetts, nominated Past Department President Mrs. Agnes H. 
Parker. She spoke of her ability, sincerity, and love of the principles 
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of our Order, a true Christian woman who believes in justice for 
everybody. We all love her in Massachusetts, and, if elected, we are 
sure you will appreciate her worth. Seconded by Mrs. Long, Depart- 
ment President, on behalf of the delegates of Massachusetts, and by 
several other delegations. 

Whole number of votes cast, 452. Necessary for choice, 227. 
Mrs. Parker received 233, and was declared elected National Presi- 
dent on the first ballot. Adjourned at 6 p. m. 

Tuesday evening, the large reception was given at the State 
Capitol, and was attended by a large gathering. After returning from 
the reception, the National President-elect, Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, 
was given a reception by Massachusetts delegates. Mrs. Long, De- 
partment President, presented her a gift of gold sent by the Agnes 
H. Parker Club. Refreshments were served. Also, a reception was 
given by Mrs. Ella F. Long, Department President, and officers of 
the Woman's Relief Corps. In the receiving line were Department 
Commander Morrill and other Department officers of the G. A. R. 

Mrs. Lena Snow, chairman, presented Mrs. Long, in behalf of 
the delegates, one-half dozen sterling silver spoons. 

Wednesday morning the Convention opened at 9.30. After the 
opening exercises, the annual Memorial Service was held for two Past 
Commanders-in-Chief, also twenty-two Past Department Presidents 
and eleven hundred members who had answered the roll-call beyond. 
A quartette sang several selections. 

Mrs. Ella F. Long, Department President, read the memorial 
tribute to Mrs. Maria W. Going, Past National Secretary, prepared 
by Miss Mary E. Elliot, after which we resumed business for a short 
time, and a large band from the Soldiers' and Sailors' Home of In- 
diana was admitted, also a large delegation of Boy Scouts. . At this 
time Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, National Patriotic Instructor, presented 
two large Flags, one to the Sunday School of the church and the other 
to the Boy Scouts, on behalf of the National Order, after which we 
adjourned for the Annual Parade of the "Boys in Blue." 

Thursday morning session opened promptly at 9 o'clock. Re- 
ports were read during the counting of ballots. 

Thursday evening, further reports were read, and about fifty- 
five resolutions were acted upon. The full proceedings will be printed 
in the National Journal. 

Mrs* Bender, National President, during the Convention re- 
ceived many beautiful gifts. The officers were installed by Past Na- 
tional President Mrs. Harriet J. Bodge, assisted by Mrs. Florence 
Haynes, Past National Inspector, as Conductor. 
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Our delegates attended all sessions of the Convention, and surely 
must have returned home with new courage to work for our Order 
and the object for which we are banded together.

Tribute to the KIemory of 
MRS. ANGIE A. ROBINSON, Past Department President

Department President — We will now have a brief service in 
memory of those who have passed away during the year. 

On April 21, 1921, the spirit of Angle Robinson, so long a pioneer 
leader of the Woman's Relief Corps, passed from the tired, weary 
body to join her soldier husband above. Since his sudden death at 
his post of duty, she had steadily failed, for she missed the companion 
of nearly fifty years, the father of her six children. Hand in hand 
they had worked together for the good of the Grand Army and its 
Auxiliary. It was while William Robinson was. Commander of Post 
10 that George H. Ward Relief Corps No. 11 was organized May 5, 
1883. Mrs. Robinson used to speak frequently of the fact that she 
had never been a floor member, as she started her career as a Relief 
Corps woman as Junior Vice-President. After serving her own 
Corps as President in 1886, she became active in Department work, 
and at a Convention held in Worcester she was honored with the 
Department Junior Vice-President's chair. 

In 1899 she was elected Department President, and had a splen- 
did co-worker in John E. Gilman, then Department Commander of 
the G. A. R. 

It was while she was Department President that she gave splen- 
did testimony of her character. When Angle Robinson saw the right 
path she walked in it, regardless of the temptation for choosing an 
easier way. 

With great courage, patience and strength, she tackled a knotty 
problem that had been too complex for others to cope with, and she 
solved it, although it racked her health. 

All through thirty-nine years of service, she was always a .b,ul- 
wark of strength and cheer to her own Corps. Many a hard task 
that others declined she went to it in an indomitable manner. For 
years she did remarkable relief wor.k. Not merely distributiiig food 
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and clothes and money; she did far more in actually "rolling up her 
sleeves" and cleaning their houses and even scrubbing floors. 

She was always ready with a word of cheer and of helpfulness. 
With Annie Shattuck's help, there was instituted and organized the 
Worcester County Associations of Woman's Relief Corps and Grand 
Army. 

It was a great grief to her in these later years to give up attend- 
ance at conventions. The last time she came was with great effort 
and for the purpose of nominating one of her own Corps members 
as Department Junior Vice-President. 

We all feel that Angie Robinson was a type of a good Relief 
Corps woman, energetic, cheerful and ready for service. 

"Farewell! A little time, and we 

Who knew thee well, and loved thee here.

In the first hours of dur missing her, we could not understand 
why those helpful hands should have to lie still, why the kindly voice 
that brought brightness into our lives should be silenced, it was so 
hard to spare her. 

But we realize that He wills all things for good, and the sorrow 
that came to us was to teach us to better appreciate the blessings of 
each day. 

The Woman's Relief Corps was closer to the heart of Mrs. 
Pickett than any other branch of the world's work; to labor for the 
veteran of the Union forces of the Civil War was a religion to her, 
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and every day of her life was devoted to the welfare of our Order. 

The sweet face in its wreath of silvery hair will be missed wher- 
ever we meet. The seasons will come and go and no word will reach 
us on the well-known cards that we learned to look for. The fountain 
pen that was used to convey the dear messages is laid aside, and the 
name of "Becky" is heard only in tones of sadness and regret. 

We cannot speak of Mrs. Pickett as one grown old in service to 
our Order; she was always young, and she carried that spirit into 
her' work; hers was a joyous service and some of the happiest days 
of her life were those spent in Department Headquarters beside the 
dear Department Secretary, Miss Elliot. 

On January fourth, when I was in Beverly for the purpose of 
instiallirig the officers of the Corps, I called on Mrs. Pickett. We 
talked quite freely; the thought of her passing on had no dread for 
her: it seemed as if I was speaking to one who expected to meet 
many dear friends at the end of a journey. 

I told her that I would install her into the office of Treasurer, 
to which she had been elected, and, though she feebly objected, I, 
knowing that it was her wish to "die in harness," installed her — and 
so she died — and the memory of "our Becky" will act as a benedic- 
tion on this Convention. 

Mrs. Pickett joined the Woman's Relief Corps May 23, 1883, 
holding many offices, occupying the chair of President in 1892 and 
1897, and was Treasurer of Corps No. 30 for twenty-two years. She 
was many times honored by appointments and election to office in 
the Department, and served as Department Press Correspondent 
during the years 1914, 1915, and 1919; as Secretary of the Depart- 
ment Relief Committee from 1900-1907 and in 1909 and 1921. She 
was a member of this Committee in 1916, 1917 and 1918. In 1911 
and 1912 she was elected to membership on the Department Execu- 
tive Boa yd. 

Mrs. Pickett was an honorary member of the Massachusetts 
Union Ex-Prisoners of War Association, and was a welcome guest at 
its annual reunions.

Time in its hurried flight has been swiftly recording the history 
of another year. 

The year's work has brought the members of this Committee 
very close to each other, and the pleasant memories will abide like 
the sweet fragrance of flowers, for happiness is through helpfulness. 

If we had time and space we could tell of many interesting facts, 
but will have to confine ourselves to only a^few. 

We have helped a widow to the amount of $150.00 from the 
Emergency Fund, as she was in very straitened circumstances, but 
now she has been made happy by receiving her pension and $479.00 
back pension. She has been so grateful for all our assistance. 

A very worthy case has been helped from the Emergency Fund, 
a member of Corps 67. Her husband, who is blind, had his pension 
taken away because he had impersonated another veteran. What 
has been done for her was a God-send. 

A widow who lost her husband last October, and who has ap- 
plied but not received her pension, has through the efforts of this 
Committee received $25.00 a month from the Selectmen of her town. 

It is with sadness we record the death of Granville C. Fiske, 
Department Commander of the G. A. R. in 1911-1912 (my Com- 
mander), who answered the last roll-call August 14, 1921. 

Mrs. Nellie A. Schragle, a valued member of the Relief Com- 
mittee, passed into the higher life December 22, 1921; also Mrs. 
Retbecca A. Pickett, our beloved Secretary, who went to her eternal 
home January 19, 1922. 

We shall meet them "when the mists have rolled away." 

The Committee sent floral tributes as the last loving tribute 
from sorrowing hearts. 

The Committee has worked in various ways to earn money. 
We had a table at the Department Fair, the Committee contributing 
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$70.89 towards the total amount of $240.08. We still kept on work- 
ing and raised $50.00 to put into the Department Relief Funds, as 
much is needed to supply the urgent needs which are continually 
coming to our attention. 

My thanks go out to the members of my Committee for their 
hearty co-operation in all our efforts. 

To you, Mrs. President, who bestowed on me this great honor, 
I give thanks for thinking me worthy of what is so near and dear to 
my heart. 

To Mrs. Hattie M. Tuttle I extend my sincere appreciation for 
her faithful work as Secretary pro tern.

East Braintree, April 11, 1922. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Forty-third Annual Convention: 

As Chairman of the Department Thrift Committee, I have the 
honor to render the following report: 

This apparently new committee to the members of our Order 
has not, I regret to report, been received with much enthusiasm and 
interest by the majority. As far as I have been able to ascertain, 
only a few Corps have among their list of committees a Thrift Com- 
mittee. Probably in the near future this condition will not exist, but 
the general idea of Thrift will be better understood and practiced, 
not only in Corps, but in all departments of life. I have received 
reports from the chairmen of Thrift Committees of five Corps, who 
are endeavoring to carry out in general principles the meaning of 
Thrift in its highest and broadest sense. Two of the above Corps 
report opening bank accounts for the youngest babies of their Corps 
members, as well as collecting each meeting for Thrift Stamps and 
Government Savings. No doubt there are other Corps who could 
send reports, but have failed to do so. Many children of the public 
schools in this vicinity are regular depositors in Savings Banks super- 
vised systematically under the direction of school authorities.

duty, shall be entitled to and shall be paid a pension at the rate of $20 per month.

Minutes of Third Meeting of Department Council 

Boston, March 17, 1922. 
By invitation of the Department President, the third meeting 
of the Department Council was held at her home. No. 237 West 
Newton Street, .Boston, and was called to order by Mrs. Ella F. Long 
at I O.SO o'clock a. lir.J who extended a greeting ta her -guests. 
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Prayer in unison, led by Mrs. Orrie C. Bumpus, Department 
Chaplain. 

All the members were present with the exception of Mrs. Susan 
D. Phinney, Department Junior Vice-President, Mrs. Carrie E. 
Duston, of the Department Executive Board, who were detained on 
account of illness in their families, and Mrs. Elizabeth Robbins 
Berry, Department Patriotic Instructor, who was unable to attend 
on account of business engagements. 

Records of the last meeting read by the Secretary and declared 
approved. 

Communications were received from United States Senators 
Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge and Hon. t)avid I. Walsh, and from Con- 
gressman Fred J. Dallinger, acknowledging the action taken at our 
Council meeting September 7, 1921, relative to the Bill to "pension 
blind or partially blind children of persons who served in the Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps of the United States during the Civil War." 

A card of acknowledgment was received from Mr. and Mrs. 
William H. Cook, of Beverly, which expressed appreciation for the 
"beautiful spray of pinks" sent to the funeral of their "dear mother," 
Mrs. Rebecca A. Pickett. 

Moved by Mrs. Loring, seconded by Mrs. Jones, that a letter of 
sympathy be sent Mr. and Mrs. Cook on behalf of the Council. 
Carried. 

Mrs. Marion E. Crafts, daughter of Mrs. Annie C. Shattuck, 
sent a communication extending "sincere thanks for the gift of a gold 
piece" presented at the fiftieth wedding. anniversary of her father 
and mother, December 26, 1921. 

A communication was received from Mrs. Marian C. Nichols, 
Chairman of Civic Service Department of the State Federation of 
Women's Clubs, asking indorsement of the following measure: 

"The recommendation of the Joint Special Committee on 
County Government that there be established in the Depart- 
ment of Correction a Commission of Correction, which shall 
have general supervision and management of the inmates of the 
State and County Penal Institutions." 

Remarks in favor of the measure by Mrs. Atwood and Mrs. 
Smith. 

Moved by Mrs. Loring, that this matter be referred to the De- 
partment Convention for action. This was seconded by Mrs. Loomis 
and carried. 

A communication was received from the General. Federation of 
Women's Clubs, relative to "checking industrial warfare here in 
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America." The circular accompanying the same closed with the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

"Until such matters of controversy are settled satisfactorily 
to all concerned, should not our slogan be: *No stopping of work 
on public utilities?'" 

Remarks in favor of this measure were made by Mrs. Atwood, 
Mrs. Loomis, and Mrs. Loring. 

Voted, on motion of Mrs. Calahan, seconded by Mrs. Morrow, 
that we indorse this movement. 

A letter was received from Mrs. Kate G. Raynor, member Legis- 
lative Committee of the National Woman's Relief Corps, asking if a 
law has recently been passed in Massachusetts requiring "teachers 
in the public schools to take the oath of allegiance before receiving the 
appointment as teacher." 

Moved by Miss Elliot, seconded by Mrs. Jones, that this matter 
be referred to the incoming administration. Carried. 

(This action was taken, as it is now too late to renew legislative 
efforts in behalf of said measure at the present session of our State 
Legislature.) 

A letter of thanks was received from the Executive Board of the 
Woman's Auxiliary to Morgan Memorial for the assurance of support 
of the crib for another year. 

A communication was received from Mr. Harry Weiler, Division 
Secretary of the Sons of Veterans, expressing cordial appreciation of 
one hundred dollars received from the Department Aides of the 
Woman's Relief Corps last year, appointed to co-operate with the 
Sons of Veterans. He stated that this amount had been a great help 
to Division Headquarters in conducting active publicity work, the 
sum named having been transferred to the Publicity Fund. 

Several communications were received from Corps criticising the 
custom of our Order regarding the Flag Salute, the Woman's Relief 
Corps being the only organization that fails to require its members 
to salute the Flag when repeating the words of the Flag Salute. 

E. V. Sumner Corps No. 1, of Fitchburg, expressed its protest 
in the following resolution: 

"That all members of the Woman's Relief Corps be allowed to 
salute the colors when the Flag Salute is given." 

Remarks upon the subject by several members. 

The Department President stated that this matter will be offi- 
cially presented at Department Convention, with the hope that fav- 
orable action may be taken at the next National Convention. 
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Matters relative to the Department Convention to be held April 
11 and 12 were next considered. 

Moved by Miss Elliot, seconded by Mrs. Loring, that we enter- 
tain Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, National President, Mrs. Eliza Brown 
Daggett, National Secretary, and any other National officers who 
may attend Convention. Carried. 

The Department President referred to the great interest and 
hearty co-operation of Department Commander Edwin F. Morrill 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, and stated that she hoped a gift 
in recognition of his services would be presented him when the 
Committee on Greetings visits the Encampment of the Department 
of Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic. 

Voted, on motion of Mrs. Burke, seconded by Mrs. Morrow, 
that the Council authorize the Department President to purchase a 
gift. 

Mrs. Loring moved, seconded by Mrs. Calahan, that the De- 
partment President have the privilege of personally presenting the 
gift to Department Commander Morrill. Carried. 

The question of a gift of money to the Department of Massa- 
chusetts Grand Army of the Republic was submitted by the Depart- 
ment President for action. 

Moved by Mrs. Jones, that the Department President be author- 
ized to present the sum of three hundred dollars to the Department 
of Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic when visiting the 
Department Encampment. Seconded by all the members and car- 
ried. 

Plans for increasing the financial resources of the Department 
treasury were briefly referred to by the Department President and 
other members. 

Mrs. Long, Department President, reported the institution of a 
Corps at Fort Strong, Boston Harbor— Warren Ellis Corps No. 171 
— named in honor of her father. 

Mrs. Atwood, Department Counselor, presented a gift to the 
Department President, and expressed appreciation of her appoint- 
ment as Counselor. 

Moved by Mrs. Loring, that an auto be provided for the use of 
the Department President during the two days of Convention. Sec- 
onded by Mrs. Bumpus and carried. 

Voted, on motion of Mrs. Bumpus, seconded by Mrs. Marshall, 
that all further plans for the Department Convention be left in charge 
of the Department President. 

Mrs. Loring offered the following motion: "That this Council 
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go on record as expressing appreciation of the faithful work of the 
Department President." 

Carried by a rising vote. Remarks by Mrs. Long, Department 
President, in acknowledgment of this vote. 

Mrs. Calahan, Department Inspector, expressed her heartfelt 
thanks to the Department President for the honor conferred by her 
appointment — an office that she was pleased to fill. 

Mrs. Loomis, Press Correspondent, and Mrs. Marshall, Insti- 
tuting and Installing Officer, also expressed appreciation of the ap- 
pointment tendered. 

Miss Elliot, Department Secretary, and Mrs. Donnelly, Depart- 
ment Senior Aide, thanked the President for their appointment to 
their respective offices and for all courtesies extended.

Receiving a negative reply, we voted to work along 
the same lines as our esteemed predecessors, first, for Department 
Relief, next for World War Veterans, and lastly, for whatever cause 
seemed apparent and worthy at the close of the year. 

We have worked diligently to accomplish our united purpose. 
The year has been one of helpfulness to us all. We trust the results 
of our labor will be satisfactory. 

I have attended all Council meetings, inspected three Corps and 
installed the officers of three. Twice I have visited the Soldiers' 
Home. As a member of the Council I contributed articles and money 
to the Department Fair, and at the Pop Concert assisted the Friendly 
Relations Committee. In my own Corps, I have served for the third 
year as Chairman of the Americanization Committee, also the Dis- 
trict Nurse Committee. A very great honor came to me through the 
kindness and courtesy of my Corps, in being tendered, jointly with 
our National President, Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, a reception, which 
was very enjoyable.

Mrs. Long cordially expressed her thanks. 

Mrs. Anderson was introduced as the wife of William L. Ander- 
son, Division Senior Vice-Commander of the Sons of Veterans, and 
pleasantly responded.

Report of Friendly Relations Committee 

Boston, April 11, 1922. 
Miss Mary E. Elliot, Department Secretary, Woman's Relief Corps: 

Dear Madam: — ^When Department President Mrs. Agnes H. 
Parker originated the idea of a Friendly Relations Committee, she 
and many others earnestly hoped it would become a permanent com- 
mittee, and a vote was taken by the various Patriotic Orders that 
joined in that year's affairs that they federate and call the organiza- 
tion "The Massachusetts State Federation of Patriotic Societies." 
Several of the Orders appointed their committees, but nothing was 
ever done in the Woman's Relief Corps, so it was taking up the 
matter anew, when Mrs. Ella F. Long, Department President, 1921- 
1922, being very much interested in the idea and wanting something 
done to promote good feeling and fellowship among the associated 
Patriotic bodies, appointed her committee June 14th, 1921. 

Her appointments were as follows: Mrs. Gertrude Lyman, Mrs. 
Annie Poole Atwood, Mrs. Bertha L. Walker, Mrs. Josephine M. 
Donnelly, Mrs. Sarah Smead, and Mrs. Emma Loomis, with the 
privilege given the chairman of placing any she chose on that com- 
mittee, and she named Mrs. Lilla E. Dodge and Mrs. Mabdle H. 
Smith. 

A first meeting was called October 29th, 1921, to be held in 
Woman's Relief Corps Headquarters at 3.30 o'clock; letters having 
been sent to all the Patriotic Orders stating purpose of the meeting 
and asking their co-operation. Only three of the Orders were repre- 
sented, and it was voted to adjourn find communicate again with all 
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absent Orders, and hold another meeting Nov. 12th, 1921, same place, 
at 7.30 p. M. At this time all of the Orders notified, with the excep- 
tion of two, were represented, and all expressed great interest in the 
matter. Mrs. Bertha W. Walker suggested we have a Pop Concert 
and Dance, and it was voted unanimously we do so, using all the 
proceeds, if needed, for a thoroughly good time, and, if any funds 
were left, same to be equally divided among those Orders helping 
the affair to success. 

Subsequent committee meetings were held, all well attended, and 
the following sub-committees were appointed by the chair: Hall, 
Tables, Chairs and Mardi Gras, Mrs. Margaret Palmer, Past Na- 
tional President, Sons of Veterans' Auxiliary; Printing, Publicity, 
Mardi Gras and Entertainment, Mrs. Annie Poole Atwood, Past De- 
partment President, Woman's Relief Corps; Entertainment, Mr. 
William Anderson, Senior Vice-Division Commander of the Sons 
of Veterans; Treasurer, Mrs. Josephine M. Donnelly, Senior Aide, 
and she most kindly acted as Secretary, for which she has the grate- 
ful thanks of the Chairman; Refreshments, Mrs. Bertha W. Walker, 
Past Department Inspector; Head Usher, Mrs. Mabelle H. Smith, 
Chairman of the Department Executive Board. 

It was voted to hold the Pop Concert on the evening of January 
31st, 1922, in Unity House Hall, Park Square, Boston, and to say it 
was a success is putting it mildly. There was an attendance of over 
650, with many calls for tables that could not be filled for lack of 
space. The entertainment was fine, every one was happy, and Mrs. 
Long can certainly be congratulated in her efforts for a genuine 
get-together. 

A State Commander of one of the Orders interested assured the 
committee that this affair had done more to bring his Order into a 
more kindly spirit of friendly feeling with the other Patriotic Orders 
than any other thing that had ever been done. That alone paid for 
any work we piit into it. 

The full list of Patriotic Orders that entered into and helped 
make the concert the success it was, socially and financially, follows, 
with their several chairmen:

I could not close this report without paying a greatly deserved 
tribute to the committee that worked with and for me to bring about 
a successful finish. The kindliest of feeling prevailed, all helped 
wherever and whenever they could, none feeling their dignity was 
lowered by so doing. They have, each and all, my sincere thanks. 

We took for our motto, "Friendliness is next to Godliness." 
Let us hope we, in some measure, lived up to it, and may the work 
so well begun live and grow until it becomes a strong and powerful 
factor in our Patriotic world.

The Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic 
was announced in waiting. He was accompanied by Colonel George 
A. Hosley, Past Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief, and both officials 
were given a cordial welcome. 

Dr. Pilcher, Commander-in-Chief, upon being introduced, said: 
"It has been my good fortune to see something of this globe — ^monu- 
ments of men have I looked upon and the inspiration of many glori- 
ous scenes has entered my heart, but the crowning glory of all was 
when I was privileged to gaze upon the veterans of Massachusetts 
assembled in old historic Faneuil Hall, in the city of Boston." He 
expressed greetings and his admiration for the efforts of the Woman's 
Relief Corps, an organization that is "the help of the helpless, the 
hope of the hopeless, and the glory of our land." 

The Chair invited Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, National President, 
to respond, who, addressing the Commander-in-Chief, assured him 
that "we appreciate every word of commendation from the leaders 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. In the hearts of the mem- 
bers of the Woman's Relief Corps is an unswerving loyalty to 
the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic. We realize that 
your organization i^ composed of the soldiers of the Union forces 
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who saved our nation, and I pay my tribute now to the grand or- 
ganization of which you are the leader, and thank you for your words 
of greeting. I trust that your visit to Boston will recall pleasant 
memories." 

Colonel George A. Hosley, Past Senior Vice-Commander-in- 
Chief and Past Department Commander, gave a brief address, com- 
plimenting the Department Woman's Relief Corps upon its success- 
ful achievements.

Mrs. Hattie A. Calahan, Department Inspector, was nominated 
by Corps 20, South Boston, but declined to be a candidate. 

The Convention proceeded to ballot.

We propose to establish 
some form of humanitarian work there that will be typical of the 
life of Clara Barton."

Chapin, Past Department President, who was a personal friend of 
Clara Barton, said: "We are thankful that someone has taken hold 
of this matter." She then offered the following motion: 

"That the Department of Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps 
contribute the sum of twenty-five dollars to the fund for the preserva- 
tion of the Clara Barton home at North Oxford."

Mrs. Nicholas, Department President of Rhode Island, was in- 
vited to address the Convention. In extending greetings, she said 
she has been a Department President only two days, having been 
installed into that office Monday. She referred to the cordial rela- 
tions between the two Departments, and added : "I have enjoyed at- 
tending your Convention, and I have listened with interest to the 
Clara Barton proposition."

Report of World War Veterans' Fund 

Boston, April 12, 1922. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Convention : 

As Chairman of the Trustees of the World War Veterans' Fund, 
I have the honor to render the following report: 

It was my happy privilege on May 12th to go to Rutland and 
present the Department Flag to the Vocational School for Ex-Service 
Men. Mrs. Tibbetts, Chairman of the Patriotic Aides, was with me, 
bringing a check for ten dollars from the Patriotic Aides and one of 
$7.25 from Ipswich Corps No. 42. Corps 1 1 of Worcester gave me 
$10.00 to take up there, and it gave me great pleasure to present a 
check for forty-five dollars to the New England Sanitarium for the 
benefit of the World War. men. 
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The day was a holiday for visitors, and in the open air on a 
rude platform roped in, on which the boys had been witnessing a 
boxing match; and there on that stand, backed up by a few loyal 
Relief Corps women from Rutland, Worcester, Danvers and Upton, 
I presented that beautiful Flag which fluttered on the breeze. It was 
a thrilling moment! 

I took the opportunity to acquaint the men and bystanders with 
a short resume of the history of the work of the Woman's Relief 
Corps, especially in regard to the great amount of relief work for 
the Grand Army and also for the World War Veterans. 

Mrs. Tibbetts followed me with a most inspiring tribute to the 
Flag. The Camp Devens Band with its music led us in "The Star- 
Spangled Banner." We had supper in the Town Hall, and celebrated 
the evening with the boys by listening to a play given by Clifton G. 
Marshall Post, American Legion, of Upton. Mrs. Estella G. Mar- 
shall, Department I. and I. Officer, was present in the evening. 

In June, it was my privilege to help Charles Devens Relief 
Corps No. 148 observe Flag Day, and as a result the Corps later con- 
tributed five dollars for use of World War Veterans. 

On June 28, in company with a large number of Corps 1 1 mem- 
bers of Worcester, we went to Rutland, and the President presented 
a check for sixty dollars for a bed to the Edwards Club. 

We inspected the building thoroughly, also the Vocational 
School. We watched the men enjoying thoroughly the Pool Table 
and the Victrola. 

The beds presented by the National Woman's Relief Corps and 
Corps 11 of Worcester had fine brass plates upon them. 

Contributions of a sweater and blackberry cordial and grape 
juice were given by one of our members. Since then, a few months 
ago the Edwards Club building was burned to the ground, but al- 
though the beds have gone, we have received the good news that the 
full amount of insurance has been paid, and the Association will 
spend a second time $165.00 for the benefit of the World War Veter- 
ans, in a different way, as the Government is at the present time 
completing a large Central Sanitarium at an expense of $750,000 for 
a dormitory which will accommodate over 1,000 Ex-Service men. 

On Armistice Eve, I again had the privilege of enjoying Rut- 
land's hospitality. Corps 150, with the aid of the townspeople, served 
a turkey dinner to six Grand Army comrades and over 200 World 
War veterans and myself, the only woman seated with them. The 
Commander of the Grand Army with the Flag and myself escorted 
the line of march.

Report of District Aides for Corps Welfare Work 

Boston, April 11, 1922. 
My dear President: 

As Chairman of your District Aides of Corps Welfare Work, 
I have the honor to render the following report: 

The work started last year for promoting sociability and interest 
among the Corps by means of a "Traveling Flag" has been continued. 
Many new Corps have started their own little Flags visiting, and 
are wondering how far they go and what Corps they visit. Other 
Corps are desirous of starting a "V^isiting Flag" when they hear of 
the great pleasure and joy that some Corps are having. 

We feel that this method of work has helped a great deal to 
establish a friendly neighborly spirit and that the work is unending. 

Social days with neighborly Corps are surely helpful in arousing 
interest and enthusiasm and also in giving a break in the monotony 
of routine work. 

Consequently, few calls have come for help and assistance, and, 
of course, the President has attended to the serious problems, and so 
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her Aides have each been boosters and helpers each in her own dis- 
trict trying to keep the highest ideals and aims of the Woman's Relief 
Corps always before our members. 

It seems to us that our work should become more of a depart- 
ment, and that regular District Aides or Deputies should be ap- 
pointed under the supervision of the Department President and 
Inspector, with three or four Corps under each one's care, and that 
the inspection of the Corps might be left in her hands. 

Therefore, we offer as a Recommendation: That District Aides 
or Deputies be given a permanent place in Department work, and 
definitions of their place and power be controlled by the Department 
President and Department Inspector.

Remarks by Mrs. Chapin regarding the recent custom of Corps 
in presenting a "Traveling Flag."

Moved by Mrs. Henry, Past Department Chaplain, seconded 
by Mrs. Loring, Department Senior Vice-President, that we indorse 
the recommendation and adopt the report as a whole. Carried. 

Mrs. Helen A. Bishop, State President of the Auxiliary to the 
American Legion, was introduced, also as a member of Corps No. 152 
of Leicester. She extended greetings and congratulated the Depart- 
ment President upon "work well done this year." Presenting her 
with flowers, she said: "I trust the friendship between the Auxiliary 
to the American Legion and the Woman's Relief Corps will be a 
bouquet in memory's garden." 

Mrs. Long, Department President, in replying, expressed the 
hope that we would "stand by the Auxiliary to the American Legion." 

Mrs. Bell, Chairman, reported for the Child Welfare Committee 
as follows : 

Report of Child Welfare Committee 

Mrs, President and Members of the Forty'third Annual Convention: 

The Child Welfare Committee appointed by our Department 

President has been very faithful in its work. Child Welfare means 

the health -and happiness, the. uplifting and betterment of the little 
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children who are to be our future citizens. We do not have to go 
beyond the confines of the cities and towns of our own Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts to find the insistent cry for help from the 
little ones. The following quotation illustrates: 

"On the curb of the city pavement, by the ash and garbage cans, 
In the stench and rolling, thunder of motor trucks and vans, 
There sits my little lady, with brave and troubled eyti. 
And in her arms a baby, that cries, and cries, and cries. 

She cannot be more than seven, but years go fast in the slums, 
And hard on the plains of winter the pitiless summer comes; 
The wail of sickly children, she knows, she understands. 
The pangs of puny bodies, the clutch of small white hands 
In the deadly blaze of August, that turns men faint and mad, 
She quiets the peevish urchins by telling a dream she had. 

A heaven with marble counters, and ice, and a singing fan, 
And a God in white so friendly, just like a drug store man; 
Her ragged dress is dearer than the perfect robe of a queen; 
Poor little lass, who knows not the blessing of being clean. 
Now, when you are giving millions to Belgian, Pole and Serb, 
Remember my pitiful lady, the Madonna on the curb." 

It is to such as these that Morgan Memorial, Shawmut Avenue, 
Boston, reaches out a helping hand. 

The Department of Massachusetts Child Welfare Committee 
was appointed for the first time in 1920, and did a wonderful work 
that year. The most important was the endowment of a crib at the 
Morgan Memorial in honor of our Department Secretary, Miss 
Mary E. Elliot, in recognition of her long years of faithful service. 
The amount paid for the endowment supports a child for a year. At 
our first meeting, Mrs. President, you called on us and explained 
about the endowment, and urged that we concentrate our efforts first 
upon raising the hundred dollars required. 

Our second meeting, held in October, was at Morgan Memorial 
to acquaint the members of our Committee with the work and its 
achievements in the uplift of humanity. To those who attended it 
was a great education in thrift and economy. We have filled over 
400 bags and sent them to this institution, where everything goes 
through the process of making something out of every discarded 
article they receive, giving employment to many needy people, and 
making articles that others can buy cheaply. 

At our third meeting, in January of this year, a request was 
received from Mrs. Olive Williams, a teacher in the schools of Porto 
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Rico, for used or unused picture post cards to teach the little children, 
through them, about places and even,ts in the great United States, 
to which they belong. Thousands upon thousands of these cards 
have been collected by our Committee and sent to her, and many 
have been sent to Panama. 

We have helped a needy family of six small children, and find 
by letters sent us that a number of Corps in the State are working 
along these lines, especially in mill towns where there are many chil- 
dren, some very destitute. Letters from Corps at Shelburne Falls, 
Greenfield, and Sou thb ridge show that wonderful work has been done 
in these places. Unemployment has caused much destitution, so that 
many children were unable to attend school because of lack of proper 
clothing, and these loyal women have raised money, bought garments 
and material to make them, and have thus given all sorts of clothing 
needed. The sum of $125 has been expended in each of the two 
towns first named for Child Welfare. 

Mrs. President, the sum needed for endowment of the crib has 
been secured by your Committee by personal gifts from its members 
and the assistance of six Corps, which, at the request of some of the 
members, have given us a helping hand, and we sincerely thank 
Corps 6, Holliston, Corps IS, Ashland, Corps 21, Somerville, Corps 
72, Milford, Corps 113, Westminster, and Corps 138, Hopkinton for 
the cheer and encouragement given us by their donations. 

And now, Mrs. President, we give this money for endowment of 
the crib at Morgon Memorial into your keeping, that it may be used 
to make some worthy, but destitute, child healthier, better, happier, 
who in future years may be a credit to the institution that reared it, 
to the Woman's Relief Corps that financed it, and to the United 
States of America, the greatest and best country in the world.

Report of Chairman Department Patriotic Aides 

Boston, April 11, 1922. 

Mrs, President and Members of the Forty-third Annual Convention : 

As Chairman of the Department Patriotic Aides, I have the 
l^onor to render the following report: 

A meeting was called at Headquarters June 7, 1921, to make 
plans for raising funds for our work. The President had appointed 
Mrs. Lizzie Blake, of Corps 174, Framingham, as Treasurer, and 
Mrs. Clara Landers, of Maiden, as Secretary. After the Flag Salute, 
which was given at all following meetings, it was voted to try and 
earn $500, each Aide to earn $4.00 if possible. Plans were made 
and committee appointed for a Rummage Sale, which we held at 
Framingham in December. Meetings were omitted during July and 
August. On account of the severe illness of Mrs. Landers' son, she 
was obliged to resign as Secretary. We regretted this very much. 
Mrs. Ida Goodhue, of Framingham, Past President of Corps 174, 
kindly filled her place. In August the Heavenly Father called home 
Mrs. Agnes Withj a faithful co-worker. Flowers were sent to the 
family in loving sympathy. 

We have held nine meetings during the year, seven at Depart- 
ment Headquarters, one in the Radio School Room, and one at the 
home of Mrs. Long. 

Lincoln Day Anniversary was held in Col. Wm. M. Olin Hall, 
Roxbury, on Monday evening, February 16. Meeting opened by all 
Aides present, dressed in white, marching into the hall, each with-, a 
color bearer's flag, and rosettes of red, white and blue on left shoul- 
der. After singing "The Star-Spangled. Banner," the Flag: Salute 
was given, and Prpfessor Lacock, of Boston University, delivered a 
most excellent lecture with stereopticon views on the lif q . of Lincoln, 
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beginning with his birth to thq time of his death, holding the audience 
spell-bound throughout the evening. He also used an Edison ma- 
chine, the only one outside of those used in the War Department, 
as accompanist to the illustrated songs. We most heartily recom- 
mend Professor Lacock for Patriotic work, especially in the schools. 

At the close of the lecture, Department President Mrs. Long 
was escorted to the front of the hall and presented a bouquet of red 
roses, in appreciation of all the help given us in making the evening 
such a success. Mrs. Long responded in her usual pleasing manner. 
Mrs. Agnes Parker, National President, was presented yellow jon- 
quils because we were glad we had the honor of being Patriotic Aides 
at the time Massachusetts had the honor of a National President. 
Mrs. Parker thanked the Aides, and said: "We have a Mt. Wash- 
ington here in honor of Washington; why not change Mt. Ranier on 
the Pacific Coast to Mt. Lincoln? Let us all try for it." Senior 
Vice-Commander Clark represented the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and Department Chaplain Rev. James B. King gave some very in- 
teresting facts about Lincoln. A silver collection was taken to help 
defray expenses. Meeting closed by singing "America," every one 
pronouncing it a most profitable evening. 

In February, we enjoyed the hospitality of Mrs. Long's home. 
Plans were made to visit Parker Hill Hospital and to present a 
Patriotic Instructor's Flag to the newly instituted Corps at Fort 
Strong. Our visit to the hospital was very pleasant; the Aides had 
sent or bought an abundance of candy, fruit, doughnuts, cigarettes, 
books, etc. Mrs. Maria Bateman of Corps 28 carried everything 
from Headquarters to hospital by auto; this was appreciated by the 
Aides. Our thanks to Gloucester Corps for gift of money to buy 
cigarettes for the boys. 

We were pleased to have Mrs. Long with us at several of the 
meetings, helping us by advice, givirtg us accounts of Springfield 
Interhational College and other interesting items. 
...My Aides unanimously endorse changing the Flag Salute to 
read: "I pledge allegiance to the American Flag," etc. 

: My sincere thanks to Mrs. Parker and Mrs. Burtt of Corps 63, 
Roxbury, for shoulder knots used at the Lincoln Anniversary. 

To Mrs. Sara Wood of my own Corps for picture, "Larkspur," 
and Mrs. Ida Goodhue for signet ring, from which we realized goodly 
sums. 

To Corps lOS of Upton, who, having received a Flag last year, 
still worked faithfully raising $57. To my home town of- Ashland I 
return thanks for $35. 
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To my own Aides of' Corps 138, words fail to express my ap- 
preciation of their splendid work and fullest support all the long year 
raising $112. Tq Charles B. Holman Camp No. 160 for generous 
gift. 

At the beginning of the year I asked the Aides to take as their 
motto, "Loyalty to the Department of Massachusetts, to our Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Long, to their Chairman," and they have proven it to us 
by their faithfulness, because the work they have accomplished' has 
been with a heart full of love for the cause. The kind words and 
loving letters have all been an inspiration to me. I extend my sin- 
cere thanks and appreciation to every Aide.

We trust we have performed our labors in a satisfactory man- 
ner, and we thank the Department President most sincerely for the 
honor of our appointment.

Report of World War Veterans' Aides 

Mrs. President and Members of the Forty-third Annual Convention: 

As Chairman of the World War Veterans' Aides, I have the 
honor to render the following report: 

We held our first meeting on Wednesday, June 8, 1921, and 
organized with Mrs. Ella K. B. Taylor as Secretary and Mrs, Mary 
A. Beal as Treasurer. 

We planned to raise a goodly sum to use for the patients in the 
Public Health Hosptial No. 44, West Roxbury, and the Parker Hill 
Hospital. 

Through the Committee's efforts, we were able to present an 
entertainment at the West Roxbury Hospital in September, and again 
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in March. Upon this occasion forty-two Victrola records were do- 
nated by members of the Committee. We had the honor of having 
Mrs. Long, Department President, with us on both occasions. 

We were invited to hold our February meeting at the home of 
Mrs. Long, Department President, which was a meeting long to be 
remembered. 

The Committee visited the Parker Hill Hospital on April 3rd, 
and Mrs. Long, Department President, was present. She gave an 
interesting talk to the two hundred or more veterans in the Hut. 
Had a splendid entertainment, and furnished a large supply of cigar- 
ettes, candy and fruit. Particular mention should be made of the 
patriotic address of Comrade Dunbar, of Post 58, Grand Army of 
the Republic, of Weymouth, who is eighty-three years old. 

We have held a meeting once a month, with a determination to 
raise or earn money to use for the comfort and cheer of these veterans 
of the World War. "Each one of them is some mother's boy." 

Heartfelt thanks are due the Aides whom you appointed to 
carry on this work. 

Special mention is due Framingham Corps, Weymouth Corps, 
Mrs. Mary E. Holbrook, Past Department President, and several 
other friends, and last, but not least, Mrs. Maria Bateman of Boston. 
They all have made it possible for me to submit this report.

Reeords of the Fall Conference held at Springfield were read 
by the Secretary. 

Fall Conference 

Springfield, October 28, 1921, 

The first Fall Conference of 1921 was opened at 10.45 o'clock 
A. M. by Mrs. Ella F. Long, Department President, who extended 
greetings. 

Mrs. Nettie M. Streeter, Past Department Patriotic Instructor 
and Past President Corps No. 38 of Holyoke, was invited to serve 
as Chaplain. 

After prayer and the singing of "America," the Department 
President introduced Mrs. Nellie E. Bates, President Corps 14 ol 
Springfield. Mrs. Bates extended a cordial welcome and said: "We 
are fortunate in having the Conference here, and hope it will be a 
success and that you will all have a pleasant time while in Spring 
field." 

Mrs;. Long, Department President, explained the reasons for 
having this Conference in Springfield — in order that members in this 
section of the State might have the opportunity of attending. . 

She stated that a second Conference will be held in Lynn, De- 
cember 7th, for the benefit of members in Boston and other section?. 

A roll-call by the Secretary was responded to by twenty-nine 
Corps and one hundred and fifty-eight members. 

Mrs. Barbara Blanchard of Holyoke, a member of the Depart- 
ment Relief Committee, was invited by the chair to read the report 
of Mrs. Nellie F. Libbey, Chairman of the Department Relief Com- 
mittee. 

One of the cases referred to in this report related to a woman 
who has been unable to secure a pension, as her last husband was 
not a soldier. This fact having been ascertained by the Committee, 
it was decided to discontinue further aid. As her first husband was 
a Civil War veteran, Mrs. Chapin, Past Department President, 
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thought she should be continued on the list of beneficiaries, and she 
offered the following motion: That it is the sentiment of this Con- 
ference that help for Mrs. H. should be renewed and the sum con- 
tinued, said amount to be taken from the Relief and Emergency 
Fund of the Department. 

Seconded by Mrs. Walker, President Corps No. 71 of South- 
bridge, also by Mrs. Emerson, Past Department Chaplain, and 
carried. 

Mrs. Sarah E. Smead, of the Department Executive Board, was 
invited to read a paper on "Our Work in Connection with the World 
War Veterans." While the paper was brief, it was evident that Mrs. 
Smead was familiar with her subject. She offered practical sugges- 
tions in answer to the question : "How can we best help them ?" and 
closed her paper as follows: "By doing these things we shall not 
only be helping to bring about better conditions in America, but we 
shall be standing back of our pledge of allegiance and the principles 
for which these veterans of the World War fought. Justice, Freedom 
and Democracy." 

Mrs. Chapin, Past Department President, expressed her interest 
in this line of work, and reported that Corps 11 of Worcester had 
given $60.00 to the Rutland Hospital for the assistance of the World 
War boys. She believed in efforts that will make better citizens and 
in helping the Grand Army of the Republic, the World War veterans 
and. the Boy Scouts. 

Mrs. Bates, President Corps 14, announced that luncheon tickets 
can be purchased at fifty cents each. 

The Department President said that she had invited Mrs. Annie 
Poole Atwood, Past Department Counselor and Past Department 
President, to read a paper upon the subject, "Broadening and En- 
larging Our Work." 

As Mrs. Atwood could not be present, Mrs. Julia F. Thornily, 
President W. L. Baker Corps No. 18 of Northampton was invited 
to read the paper, which contained valuable suggestions. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Robbins Berry, Department Patriotic Instructor 
and Past National Press Correspondent, was introduced. She read 
a paper of historical interest which was a record of the Patriotic work 
of the Woman's Relief Corps in the early days, and contained facts 
proving that our Order was the pioneer in introducing the Flag 
Salute and Patriotic teaching in the public schools. 

Mrs. Chapin, Past Department President, at the close of the 
reading of this paper, indorsed the sentiment expressed by Mr?. 
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Berry, that we should salute the Flag when repeating the words of 
the Flag Salute. 

This paper is a valuable addition to the history of the Woman's 
Relief Corps. 

Mrs. Chapin then offered the following motion: That this Con- 
ference send a resolution to the Department Convention asking every 
Corps to petition that the National Convention authorize that the 
Flag be saluted when members repeat the words of the Flag Salute. 

Seconded by Miss Elliot and carried. 

Mrs. Long, Department President, stated that "we have ten 
minutes left before time to adjourn for lunch," and she invited Mrs. 
Emma L. Loomis, Department Press Correspondent, to speak con- 
cerning the friendly relations between the several Patriotic organ- 
izations. 

Although Mrs. Loomis was "taken by surprise," she gave an 
earnest talk, expressing the belief that all Corps should have friendly 
relations with the other organizations in their midst, as "we are all 
working for the same great cause.!' Among other strong statements, 
she said: "Co-operation is what makes success of any work. We 
should Americanize ourselves; if you cannot extend a helping hand 
to other Orders that stand for Patriotism and America, you are not 
a true American woman. Until then, you cannot say that you are a 
true Patriot. When you go home, think this over and have a broader 
spirit." 

The sentiments expressed by Mrs. Loomis were heartily ap- 
plauded. 

Moved by Mrs. Davis of Westfield, seconded by Mrs. Walker 
of Southbridge, that the Conference adjourn to meet at 2 p. m. 
Carried. 

Adjourned for luncheon at 1 o'clock p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION — FALL CONFERENCE 

The afternoon session was called to order promptly at 2 o'clock 
by Mrs. Long, Department President, who invited Mrs. Flora S. 
Chapin, Past Department President, to act as Musical Director. 

During the singing of Patriotic songs. Commander Edwin S. 
Witherell, of Post 16, Springfield, was escorted to the platform. 

The Department President announced that Dr. McGown, Chan- 
cellor American International College at Springfield, would be present 
later and address the Conference. 
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She invited Mrs. Chapin to speak upon the topic, "What Are the 
Qualifications Necessary for a Successful Department President?'.* 

Mrs. Chapin had been speaking but a few minutes when Dr. 
McGown entered. . . .. 

He occupied a half-hour, and gave an instructive, impressive, 
and'inspiring address. It related to the great work being conducted 
by the College he represented in the line of Patriotism, Education, 
and Americanism. Dr. McGown referred to the urgent need of 
teaching these principles in order to counteract the unpatriotic propa- 
ganda so persistent in the country today. He closed with an impas- 
sionied appeal for aid in maintaining high ideals and sustaining^ 
measures that are necessary for the permanent safety of the Re^ 
public. ^ . 

Mrs. Long, Department President, thanked Dr. McGown for 
his able address and expressed great interest in his work, explaining 
that she and her Secretary visited the College yesterday and were 
favorably impressed with its management and achievements. She 
suggested that we raise a fund in the name of the Department of 
Massachusetts, independent of the $5,000.00 pledged by the National 
Woman's Relief Corps. 

' Moved by Mrs. Streeter, seconded by Mrs. Loomis and others, 
that we start a fund of $275.00 for the education of one girl at the 
International College for one year. 

Remarks upon the subject by Mrs. Chapin, Mrs. Smead, Mrs. 
Streeter, Mrs. Berry, and others who favored the project. 

A collection was taken which resulted in $30.79 being fjeceived 
as the beginning of the fund of $275.00 proposed for a scholarship. 

' Commander Witherell, of Post 16, G. A. R. of Springfield, was 
introduced, and briefly responded, expressing cordial interest in the 
Woman's Relief Corps. He stated that he was pbliged to leave now, 
as this is his wife's birthday, and Mrs. Witherell expected him home 
early. 

Voted, ..on. motion of Mrs. Chapin, seconded by many, that this 
Conference request the Post Commander to extend congratulations 
toMrs.'iWitherell. . . • ; • ^ 

; Mtss Elliot., Department Secretary, was invited tp- speak r)f the 
work- of; the Army Nurses, and she paid a briet tribute to these l>ero- 
ines of the Civil War. 

Mrs, Chapin, Past Department President, referred to pur duties 
as members to the "new citizens," and stated that she "and other 
jnenabers of Corps No., 11 of Worcester had yigked the Naturalization 
Court-room and had, up to date, placed one hundred and sixty badges 
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on the breasts of the so-called 'new citizens' and extended them a 
cordial welcome as American citizens." 

Dr. McGown was escorted from the hall, and Mrs. Chapin re- 
newed her talk upon the "Qualifications for the Office of Department 
President." She preferred to enlarge the subject, and included Corps 
Presidents. Her instructive, witty, and practical talk was an en- 
livening feature of the Conference which was much appreciated. 

The Department President explained that conditions relative to 
transportation prevented many members from attending the Con- 
ference today. 

Moved by Mrs. Loomis, Department Press Correspondent, sec- 
ondijd by several, that we extend thanks to Corps No. 14 for the 
entertainment provided today.

No. 1. That when a new edition of the Election Return blank 
is issued^ the present heading of Past Corps Presidents be eliminated 
and the following printed in its place: Give year of service and post 
office address of all Past Presidents living and members of this Corps. 

Heartily approved by the Committee. 

The above resolution was presented by Abraham Lincoln Corps 
No. 39, Charlestown. 

Resolution No. 2, presented by Edwin V. Sumner Corps No. 1, 
Fitchburg. 

Resolved: That all members of the Woman's Relief Corps be 
allowed to salute the colors when the Flag Salute is given. 

Resolution No. 3, presented by George H. Ward Corps No. 11 
of Worcester. 

Resolved: That we approve the adoption of the Flag Salute as 
given by the children in the public schools and by other Patriotic 
organizations. 

Resolutions Nos. 2 and 3 are most emphatically approved. 

Resolutions Nos. 4, S and 6, presented by Mrs. Elizabeth Rob- 
bins Berry, Department Patriotic Instructor. 

No. 4. Whereas, the work of a Corps Patriotic Instructor is 
of great importance and, in Posts of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
ranks next to the office of Chaplain, 

Resolved : That the rank of Corps Patriotic Instructor be 
changed to correspond with that of Posts of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and that the installation of this officer in Relief Corps 
immediately follow the installation of Chaplain. Approved. 

Resolution No. 5. That in conformity with the order of the 
War Department that the Stars and Stripes shall not be dipped in 
salute, or in response to a salute, the Color Bearers and Patriotic 
Instructors of the Relief Corps shall return the salutes of Conductors 
with the right hand, not with the Flag. Approved. • 
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Resolution No. 6. That Conductors shall not salute the Flag 
when it is at rest, but only when it is held by the Color Bearers or 
Patriotic Instructor standing. Approved. 

Resolution No. 7. Headquarters Woman's Relief Corps No.- 11, 
Auxiliary to Post 10, Grand Army of the Republic, Worcester, Mass., 
March, 1922. 

Whereas, we have observed that an effort is being made by 
various organizations to induce national legislation by which the 
birthday of General Robert E. Lee, Commanding General of the 
Confederate Armies during the Civil War, shall be made a National 
Holiday; 

And whereas, we view with consternation such an effort, believ- 
ing it a direct insult to the Patriotic devotion of the people of the 
whole nation, 

Therefore, be it Resolved: That we, as citizens of this great 
Republic, who fully realize what distress and ruin was inflicted upon 
this nation through the traitorous conduct of leading minds like his, 
protest in unmeasured terms against any such action, believing, as 
we do, treason may be, and possibly should be, overlooked; it should 
never be forgotten, much less rewarded. 

Resolved: We spread these resolutions upon our records, and 
that we cause to be sent to our Representatives in Congress a copy 
of them.

December 7, 1922. 

In accordance with arrangements made by the Department 
President, the second State Conference of the year was held in Grand 
Army Hall, Lynn, when the following Department officers were 
escorted to the platform: — Mrs. Ella F. Long, President; Mrs. Car- 
rie F. Loring, Senior Vice-President; Mrs. Susan D. Phinney, Junior 
Vice-President; Miss Mary E. Elliot, Secretary; Mrs. Fannie M. 
Jones, Treasurer; Mrs. Orrie C. Bumpus, Chaplain; Mrs. Hattie A. 
Calahan, Inspector; Mrs. Annie Poole Atwood, Counselor; Mrs. 
Mabelle H. Smith, Mrs. Julia A. Burke, and Mrs. Carrie E. Duston 
of the Executive Board. 

Mrs. Sawyer and Mrs. Libbey, Past Department Presidents, 
were also officially received. Mrs. Florence Haynes, Past Depart- 
ment President and Past National Inspector, entered later. 

Mrs. Long, Department President, called the conference to order 
at 10.30 o'clock a. m., and extended a welcome. She appointed Mrs. 
Clara B. Newhall, Past President Corps 29, Lynn, as musician, and 
the Color Bearers of Corps 29 to serve during the day in that ca- 
pacity. 

After the opening exercises, which included prayer, music, and 
the Flag Salute, Mrs. Minnie B. Haight, President Gen. Lander 
Corps 29, was introduced. 

She expressed pleasure at the opportunity of welcoming the 
conference to Lynn, and the hope that the day spent here would be 
one of enjoyment. 

Roll-call by the Secretary, when representatives of thirty-eight 
Corps responded, numbering one hundred thirty-nine. 

Records of the conference held at Springfield October 28 read 
by the Secretary and approved. 

Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, National President, entered the hall, and 
was officially introduced and greeted with applause. 
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Mrs. Nellie F. Libbey, Chairman Department Relief Committee, 
read a report of the work accomplished and planned by this Com- 
mittee, showing excellent results. 

Mrs. Loring, Department Senior Vice-President, was invited to 
read the paper prepared by Mrs. Sarah E. Smead of the Department 
Executive Board (who was unable to be present), upon the subject, 
"Our Work for the World War Veterans." 

Interesting remarks were added by Mrs. Loring, who thought 
it impossible to teach Patriotism more than it is now. She com- 
mended the instruction being given in history and other subjects of 
national interest, and took a hopeful view of the future. 

Mrs. Ella Boss Taylor, Secretary of the World War Veterans' 
Aides, expressed the hope that each member present may carry to 
her Corps a realization of what this work means. 

Mrs. Atwood, Department Counselor and Past Department 
President, gave a brief, but earnest, address upon "Americanism." 
She believed there should be a law passed prohibiting any one talking 
any language but English in this country. "Foreigners should be 
made to understand our language," she said, "if they desire to remain 
in the United States." 

Mrs. Haraden, President Willard C. Kinsley Corps 21, Somer- 
ville, asked about the Forts around Boston Harbor in relation to the 
interest taken in the soldiers stationed there. 

Mrs. Carrie E. Duston, a member of the Department Executive 
Board and a resident of Winthrop, stated that during the World War 
there wa§ a Hospital Aid Association that conducted work for the 
soldiers at the Forts. 

A paper was read by Mrs. Atwood upon the subject, "Broaden- 
ing and Enlarging Our Work," in which she expressed the opinion 
that "we must work along new lines if we are to perpetuate our 
organization." 

Mrs. Long, Department President, and Mrs. Loring, Department 
Senior Vice-President, expressed their views upon this subject in an 
interesting manner. 

Mrs. Parker, National President, thought this an important sub- 
ject, and during her remarks said: "The great obstacle to progress 
is the apparent lack of interest on the part of some members of Corps 
who oppose ideas that mean advancement and co-operation. The 
Grand Army comrades fought not to save the nation for 1861-65, but 
for all time, and are we not helping the Grand Army of the Republic 
when we save the children for whom they fought?" 
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Mrs. Atwood again expressed her views, saying: "We should 
get out of the old ruts. There are great possibilities^ for us in the 
future if we take up the new work." 

Mrs. Griffin, Chairman Army Nurses' Aides, read a brief report 
outlining the work accomplished, and referring also to a fund being 
raised in recognition of the Army Nurses. 

At its conclusion. Miss Freda Heuser moved, seconded by Mrs. 
Tuttle, Past Department Secretary, that a collection be taken for the 
proposed Army Nurse fund being raised by the Aides. The motion 
was carried, and the Chair appointed Mrs. Mary R. Walton, Presi- 
dent Corps 78, Norwood, and Mrs. Sarah H. Haraden, President 
Corps 21, Somerville, to take the collection. 

Mrs. Long, Department President, announced that Dr. C. S. 
McGown, Chancellor of the American International College, will 
address the conference this afternoon.

Afternoon Session

Long, Department President, who introduced Dr. C. S. McGown, 
Chancellor of the American International College. 

Dr. McGown gave a very earnest address, during which he said 
there are eight thousand disloyal teachers in the public schools and 
two thousand in the universities and colleges of the United States. 

His address, which made a deep impression, was along the same 
lines as that given at Springfield. It was an earnest appeal for a 
more Patriotic spirit and a warning against the disloyal propaganda 
that is a menace to the cause of true Americanism. 

"It is the aim of the college he represented to prepare mission- 
aries," he said, "who will spread the principles of loyalty to our 
Government and its institutions." Continuing, he said: "We are 
educating boys and girls for this important work, and the future 
safety of our Republic depends upon the right education of the youth 
of our land." 

Mrs. Long, Department President, thanked Chancellor McGown 
for his able address, and stated that she hoped Corps would con- 
tribute to the fund of $275.00 she is endeavoring to raise for the edu- 
cation and support of a girl in the college for one year. 
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Mrs. Loring, Department Senior Vice-President, offered the fol- 
lowing motion: "That the conference endorse the plan of supporting 
one girl in the International College for one year, and that a collec- 
tion be taken toward this fund. 

Seconded by Mrs. Sawyer, Past Department President, Mrs. 
Ella Boss Taylor, Past Department Instituting and Installing Officer, 
and others, and carried. 

Mrs. Loring, Chairman of the Thrift Committee, gave a brief 
report, and several members present referred to this work in their 
local Corps. 

Mrs. Ida M. Cunningham, Vice-Chairman of the Child Welfare 
Committee, was invited to report, and she briefly outlined the plans 
of this Committee. 

Mrs. Haynes, Past Department President and Chairman of the 
Committee on Reception to be given Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, Na- 
tional President, by the Department of Massachusetts, announced 
that the reception will be held at Hotel Vendome, Boston, on the 
evening of December 27th. 

Mrs. Jones, Department Treasurer, reported that the collection 
for the International College fund was $20.85. 

Mfs. Griffin, Chairman Army Nurses' Aides, reported $10.39 as 
the amount collected* for the Army Nurse fund. 

Mrs. Emma A. Henry, Chairman Fraternal Committee, sub- 
mitted a written report of interest, and requested members to inform 
her of the illness of any Department officer or Past Department 
President in this locality. 

Mrs. Long, Department President, expressed pleasure that mem- 
bers of Corps 46, Saugus, were present — a Corps that had considered 
the question of disbanding, but at the time of her recent visit there 
decided, in response to her appeal and the request of the Post, to 
continue its work as a Corps. 

She called upon Mrs. Margaret V. Smith, President Corps 46, 
who, when responding, said that her Corps had initiated two mem- 
bers since the Department President's visit. 

Mrs. Gertrude Lyman was introduced as Chairman of the 
Friendly Relations Committee, and gave a verbal report. 

Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, National President, was introduced, and 
her remarks regarding the various lines of work were listened to with 
interest.

Report of Americanization Committee 

Boston, April 11, 1922. 
Miss Mary E. Elliot, Department Secretary, Woman's Relief Corps : 

Dear Madam: — Against my better judgment, I accepted the 
position of Chairman of the Americanization Committee, because of 
the desire of our Department President to try the experiment of com- 
bining the work of this Committee with that of Patriotic Instructor. 
In this case it has not been a conspicuous success, and had I known 
that later in the year I should be so restricted for time, I would not 
have consented to serve. 

Of all our work, we most need to study that of Americanization. 
Conditions vary so in different localities that results are obtained 
through but a comparatively few Corps. The Department Com- 
mittee was appointed late, and there has been no special work which 
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we could do unitedly which would warrant the expense of calling 
meetings. 

The best work is done through local Corps, whose committees 
can familiarize themselves with the conditions of their several dis- 
tricts, and proceed accordingly. Much good work has been accom- 
plished, but few Corps have reported directly to me, although I have 
made several attempts to have them do so. Most of the information 
received has been culled from the reports of Patriotic Instructors, 
which show that fifty-nine Corps are doing Americanization work. 
As in many Corps Americanization is combined with Patriotic In- 
struction, both positions being held by one officer, it is difficult to 
decide where Patriotic Instruction ends and Americanization begins. 

As an instance: Mabel L. Carroll, Patriotic Instructor of Corps 
70, has, with her assistant, done excellent work, teaching evening 
classes of men, and assisting them to procure naturalization papers. 

Especially interesting reports have been received from Mrs. 
Grace J. Fitts, Chairman of Americanization Committee of Corps 63, 
who has a wonderful grasp of the possibilities of the work and has 
achieved remarkable results through programs for young people, 
entertainment of alien women and other activities. 

Mary R. Burns, of Corps 71 of Southbridge, sends an excellent 
report of entertaining a class of new citizens from the local manu- 
factories, on which occasion the Superintendent of Schools presented 
diplomas; there were suitable addresses and music, and the Corps 
Patriotic Instructor bestowed upon each a Flag and a copy of the 
American's Creed, the President at the close of the exercises standing 
at the door and shaking hands with each guest as he went out. 

Etta E. Woodward, of Corps 72, sends a fine report of Ameri- 
canization activities. 

Luella Emery, of Corps 17, Orange, reports $16.50 sent to Inter- 
national College. 

Emma A. Henry, of Corps 109, Brookline, writes of successful 
co-operation of the Corps with the town of Brookline in American- 
ization work. 

If I have omitted important reports, it, is because I have not 
received them. The mail service has been very disappointing. I 
have been surprised to learn of much material sent out which did 
not reach its destination, and I have been questioned concerning let- 
ters which I did not receive. Where shall be blame be placed? 

Many have mentioned work for the International College, and 
that appears to be the most important and satisfactory work for us 
at the present time. I had hoped that the Department Committee 
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might take up systematically the work of raising part of the funds 
pledged, but the appeal was made too late to get the necessary ma- 
chinery in operation. I especially commend this work, and urge 
every Corps to obtain the literature from the College and study it 
carefully. To help young people to help themselves is the best of 
all service. 

While I thank our Department President for her confidence in 

• me, I regret that I could not accomplish more. Had I had all my 

time for the work, I am quite sure I could have used every minute 

of it, and then I should have fallen short of the requirements for the 

success of this important work. 

So far the ground has only been broken. The possibilities are 
great.

Report of Chairman Soldiers' Home Aides 

Boston, April 11, 1922. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Forty-third Annual Convention 
of Massachusetts Woman* s Relief Corps: 

As Chairman of the Soldiers' Home Aides for 1921 and 1922, 
I submit the usual report required of this Committee. 

On May 26th I received my appointment as Chairman. On 
June 16th we held our first meeting at Department Headquarters, 
with eleven members present, Mrs. Mae Douglass serving as Secre- 
tary pro tem. At this meeting we decided to hold our meetings the 
third Friday of each month at the Soldiers' Home, and to have whist, 
serve candy, and provide gifts for each comrade playing. It was also 
decided to have a mystery package each meeting, charging five cents 
for a subscription. The second meeting, held July ISth, we were in 
the midst of a terrific thunder shower. It was voted to have an en- 
tertainment each month in addition to the whist. We also served 
punch and fancy crackers. On August 19th we voted to have a five- 
dollar gold piece on subscription; in the evening a Victrola enter- 
tainment, with singing of war songs, was given. 

On October 21st we again found ourselves on Powder Horn Hill. 
In the evening an entertainment was furnished by Corps 15 of Ash- 
land, under the direction of our Treasurer, Mrs. Lila Cole. Novem- 
ber 18th, we had a very pleasant and well-attended meeting. In the 
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evening the entertainment was given by Corps No. 127 of Andover, 
which greatly pleased the comrades. On December 16th, in addition 
to the usual gifts, about one hundred jars of jellies and preserves 
were given to the Hospital, and several dozen records for the Victrola. 
In the evening Mrs. Fannie Dunn had charge of the entertainment, 
which delighted the comrades. On Christmas Eve, Mrs. Dunn pro- 
vided a company of singers to go to the Home and sing Christmas 
carols and other music. Many personal gifts were aUo given the 
comrades by the members of the Committee. And as the Heavenly 
Choir sang out the birth of the Christ Child born in Bethlehem, by 
chanting "Peace on earth, good will to men," we tried to follow the 
example, and carry good cheer and Christmas wishes to those dear 
old comrades. 

On January 20th I was unable to attend the meeting because of 
sickness, and only six ladies were present, owing to bad traveling, 
caused by the heavy fall of snow a few days previous. But the ladies 
reported a pleasant time, for the comrades were glad to see them. 

On February 17th, one of the coldest days of the winter, only 
seven ladies braved the rigors of the day. But we were well repaid 
for going, for our Past Department President, Mrs. Flora Chapin, 
was with us, and with her cheery words and helpful energy we forgot 
all about the cold, and the comrades gave her a royal welcome, for 
she brought them a grip full of tobacco, and she told them how she 
received it. At Worcester County she sold at auction a cake which 
was made by a veteran, and realized a goodly sum for it, and she 
put part of the money into tobacco for them, and donated the rest 
to the Committee. In the evening she told them stories and sang 
war songs with them, and a very pleasant time was passed.

Soon after eight o'clock, the officials of the National and State 
organizations and other invited guests, including His Excellency 
Governor Channing H. Cox, were escorted to the platform by the 
Color Bearers and Reception Committee. Mrs. Josephine M. Don- 
nelly, Department Senior Aide the past year, introduced Mrs. Ella 
F. Long, the retiring Department President, as the presiding officer 
of the evening. 

Mrs. Long extended a cordial welcome to the Grand Army of 
the Republic and other friends, present on behalf of the Department 
of Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps. After singing by Mrs. 
Anna Shelton, Secretary Boston Corps of Jamaica Plain, Dr. Lewis 
S. Pilcher, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
was introduced. He gave an earnest address, referring to the various 
questions of public interest relating to the welfare of the Republic. 
A worthy tribute was paid to the soldiers of the nation who have 
defended its Flag during the several conflicts for justice and freedom. 
To the Patriotic women of the land who have rendered such efficient 
service in caring for its heroes, he felt a debt of gratitude was due. 

A note of warning was sounded against the propaganda of ene- 
mies who would destroy the Government, and an appeal made to all 
loyal citizens to be vigilant in times of peace in upholding the laws 
of the land. 

The address of the Commander-in-Chief was heartily applauded. 

Governor Cox, having signified a desire to witness the presenta- 
tion of Flags, this ceremony was conducted at an earlier hour than 
usual, the Governor having another engagement later in the evening. 

This was an inspiring feature of the occasion, for a brilliant 
scene was presented as the Department Patriotic Aides, under the 
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leadership of Mrs. Grace Phipps, Chairman, marched down the aisles 
of the church bearing the Flags. Mrs. Phipps, addressing the Past 
Department President, who was presiding, made the presentation 
address on behalf of the Aides, closing with a Patriotic poem, which 
she ably recited. 

Mrs. Long, under whose direction the Patriotic Aides served the 
past year, thanked them for the beautiful Flags, and commended 
their earnest and successful efforts in raising money for the purchase 
of the Flags. 

She then introduced Mrs. Elizabeth Robbins Berry, Department 
Patriotic Instructor the past year, who presented the Flags as follows: 

Mrs. Berry performed her duties in a pleasing and graceful 
manner. She referred in well-chosen language to the several locali- 
ties where the Flags will be displayed, and explained the reasons why 
these places were designated by the Department President and De- 
partment Patriotic Aides. 

The list of colleges and schools receiving the Flags is as follows: 

Norfolk Agricultural College at Walpole. The Flag for this 
college was accepted by George Phipps, a student, and a nephew of 
Mrs. Grace Phipps, Chairman of the Patriotic Aides, on behalf of 
Mr. Brown, Principal of the College. 

Norwood High School. Accepted by Miss Eleanor Morse, niece 
of Mrs. Long, Department President, and by Mr. L. W. Grant, Prin- 
cipal. This Flag was given to the town of Norwood in honor of 
Mrs. Long, Department President, 1921, who is a native of the town. 

Dedham High School. Accepted by Mr. R. A. Eaton, Principal, 
and presented in recognition of the fact that Mrs. Long, the retiring 
Department President, assisted in the institution of the Corps in 
Dedham. 

High School of the City of Gloucester. Presented in honor of 
Mrs. Eva T. Cook, Past Department President and the first Presi- 
dent of Col. Allen Relief Corps No. 77 of that city. This Flag was 
accepted by Harrison G. O. Chaise, a grandson of Mrs. Cook, who 
served overseas in the World War. 

Hopkinton High School. In recognition of the services of Mrs. 
Grace Phipps, Past President of Corps No. 138 of Hopkinton and 
Chairman Department Patriotic Aides. The Flag was accepted by 
Superintendent Lyman and Mr. Francis Smith. 

Carlisle School. Presented to this school in recognition of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Robbins Berry, Department Patriotic Instructor, who is a 
native of Carlisle and deeply interested in the town. Accepted by 
Mrs. Edith Davis, Principal. 
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American International College, Springfield, Mass., an institution 
that is teaching the highest ideals of Americanisni and educating 
teachers for missionary work along these lines. Accepted by Dr. C. S. 
McGown, Chancellor, who expressed gratitude for the financial as- 
sistance being given by the National Woman's Relief Corps and by 
the Department of Massachusetts for the college he represented. 
"This Flag," he said, "will be daily saluted by the pupils of various 
nationalities, and will be respected as the emblem of our Republic" 

Monson Academy at Monson, where American ideas are taught 
and due respect for the laws of our country impressed upon the stu- 
dents. Japanese and Chinese have been educated here at various 
times, and the. educational system of the Academy is conducted in a 
liberal spirit. The Flag was accepted by the Principal. 

Junior High School at Framingham, in recognition of Mrs. Ida 
J. Goodhue, Secretary, and Mrs. Lizzie M. Blake, Treasurer of the 
Department Patriotic Aides, who are past Presidents of the Corps at 
Framingham. The Flag was accepted by Mr. John Barnicle, Prin- 
cipal. 

Saugus High School. Presented as a compliment to the Corps 
in this town, Mrs. Long, Department President last year, appreci- 
ating its efforts to continue the work. 

Accepted by Mrs. Lucie Kl. Norris, Principal. 

A Parade Flag was" presented for the World War Veterans of 
Newbern, N. C, in response to an appeal received from Mrs. Irene 
Boone Parnell, formerly President Corps 67 of Boston. 

Accepted by Mr. Brown, son of Mrs. Rosa C. Brown, the pres- 
ent President of Corps 67, Boston, v/hose eloquent response was 
greeted with heartiest applause. 

The twelfth Flag was later presented to the Union Congrega- 
tional Church of Boston, of which the presiding officer of the evening 
is a member. Accepted by Rev. Ernest Graham Guthrie, pastor of 
the church. 

At the close of the Flag presentations, His Excellency Governor 
Channing H. Cox was introduced, and gave an eloquent address 
extending the greetings of the Commonwealth. He referred to events 
in its history which are records of great achievement in aid of good 
government and the advancement of Americah principles. The Gov- 
ernor expressed his appreciation of the heroes of the Civil War and 
the defenders of the Nation's Flag in other conflicts for liberty and 
law. He eulogized the women of the land for their loyal services, 
and commended the able work of the Woman's Relief Corps. The 
brilliant spectacle he had just witnessed — the presentation of Flags — 
was a testimony of the patriotic spirit of its members. The Governor 
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was accorded an enthusiastic greeting as he was escorted from the 
church, the entire audience rising to show its appreciation. 

Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, National President, was next introduced, 
and her inspiring address was listened to with interest. She compli- 
mented the Grand Army of the Republic, and pledged the continued 
support of the more than two hundred thousand Relief Corps mem- 
bers to the principles it represents. Mrs. Parker alluded to her recent 
trip across the Continent, where she met many patriotic workers in 
other States. She appealed for a broad and united spirit of co-opera- 
tion in dealing with the problems of the time, and commended the 
efforts of the societies here represented in maintaining American 
ideals. 

Other speakers were Pension Commissioner McKenna, of the 
city of Boston; Mr. George B. Williams, Department Commander 
of the United Spanish War Veterans; Mr. William L. Anderson, 
Division Commander of the Sons of Veterans; Mr. Edwin F. Morrill, 
the retiring Commander of the Grand Army of the Republic; Mr. 
Henry Clark, the newly elected Department Commander, who 
pledged support to the incoming administration of the Woman's 
Relief Corps, and Mrs. Carrie F. Loring, the newly installed Depart- 
ment President, who responded to the greetings of Department 
Commander Clark, assuring him that the Department of Massa- 
chusetts would respond to any call for assistance to the Grand Army 
that would aid in its work. 

Others on the platform were Col. George A. Hosley, Past Senior 
Vice-Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, who 
accompanied the Commander-in-Chief; present and Past Department 
officers of the Grand Army of the Republic and allied organizations; 
Mrs. Helen A. Bishop, State President of the Woman's Auxiliary to 
the American Legion; and the Department Junior Vice-President of 
the Auxiliary to the Spanish War Veterans, and others. 

The speeches were interspersed with singing by Mrs. Anna 
Shelton, soloist, and character songs and readings by a pupil of the 
Lyman School.

MEMORIAL DAY 

Fifty-three years ago, General John A. Logan, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, in General Orders inaugurated Memorial Day.

To Corps Patriotic Instructors and Americanization Committees: 

During the coming year the Department Patriotic Instructor will also act as 
Chairman of the Americanization Committee, and as the duties of both offices are 
similar, necessary instructions for both are herein included. 

Let this be a "get-together" year in both lines. We need to learn as well as to 
teach. It is suggested that Corps Patriotic Instructors and Americanization Com- 
mittees in each County each meet for conference at the same time and place as the 
meeting of the County Associations, a Chairman and Secretary to be chosen at the 
first meeting. At such meetings conditions in the various localities may be discussed 
and methods of work and experiences compared. The Secretary shall forward a 
report of such meetings to the Department Patriotic Instructor. In this way much 
useful information may be acquired, and good result. 

During the war our patriotic work was neglected. As a result, many schools 
now have no flags, or those they have are badly worn. The Patriotic Primer and 
the Oleograph have been discontinued, but it is desired that all schools have a 
framed copy of the Massachusetts Flag Law. A neat card suitable for framing may 
be obtained of the Department Treasurer. 

Encourage memorizing the whole of our patriotic songs, especially by children. 
VVe are often criticised by foreigners for knowing only "one verse." 

Corps Patriotic Instructors should be familiar with the proper use of the Flag, 
and make suggestions wherever necessar}\ Especially use every effort to prevent 
its desecration. Such efforts should be tactful. Desecrations are usually caused by 
ignoranqe. A word pleasantly spoken, or perhaps written, calling attention to the 
law, ha« often produced the desired effect, where a threat or a report to the. authoti-. 
ties would have stirred up much ill-feeling. A Flag Etiquette leaflet is. being pre^ 
pared,. an4 will. soon be on sale by the Department Treasurer. 

• Insist always upon the use of a correct Flag. Printers especially err frequently 
in thi«. As patriotic workers, we should be especially careful that the Flag cuts 
used upon our literature are correct. ' ■, > ■ v. 
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The circular letter of Mrs. Agnes H. Parker, National Patriotic Instructor, 
should be carefully studied by ever>' Corps Patriotic Instructor. If you have not 
received a copy, it should be on file in your Corps. 

The Woman's Relief Corps has had one woman honorary member, Clara Barton. 
December 25, 1921 (Christmas Day), will be the one hundredth anniversary of her 
birth. It is requested that Corps Patriotic Instructors, in addition to the customary- 
observance of National Anniversaries, arrange for a Clara Barton Commemoration 
sometime before the end of this year; if not elaborate or public, at least under 
"Good of the Order." 

Use your utmost influence against un-American propaganda. We have but one 
Flag, and we must keep all its colors. 

Keep a careful watch oxer the American histories in use in the schools, es- 
pecially as to the period of the Civil War. While correct history has always been 
taught in Massachusetts, some of the newer versions distort facts to a degree that 
should not be encouraged. They are in use in some sections, but should be carefully 
barred from our State. Every Corps Patriotic Instructor is requested to immediately 
send to the Department Patriotic Instructor the titles and authors of American 
school. histories used in the schools of her town. 

Americanization, like charity, should begin at home. We should first Ameri- 
canize ourselves and our immediate associates. To do this, it is necessary to be 
familiar with our history and our methods of government. This accomplished, wc 
may familiarize ourselves with such Americanization work as has already been done. 
We are not pioneers in this movement, as in Patriotic Instruction, and can learn 
much from those already active in the field. Do not hesitate to assist in such work 
wherever you can do so, even if you receive but little credit for so doing. The field 
is wide, and if you are an earnest student, the opportunity for special work will 
present itself. 

Familiarize yourselves with the circular letters of Mrs. Inez J. Bender (1920) 
and Mrs. Kate G. Raynor (1921), both of which contain valuable suggestions. Your 
Corps should have them on file. 

Many Corps are so situated that they might occasionally set apart an afternoon 
for the entertainment of alien women, who especially need our help and encourage- 
ment. Make such affairs very informal, sewing or knitting during the program, and 
requesting your guests to do the same. Make them feel that you are their friends 
and neighbors. Avoid all appearance of condescension. Always remember that 
every worthy alien brings something of good from his own country, and, while teach- 
ing, we may learn of him. We are all aliens of early or later date, and the best of 
what we have is the outcome of the ideas which inspired our coming. 

In some localities much good feeling has been created by cooking demonstra- 
tions, alien women preparing some of their delicious dishes, at the same time learning 
to cook in the American way. 

Patriotic Instructors and Americanization Committees are urged to encourage 
the young, both American and foreign, who are nearing the voting age, to devote 
sonic time systematically to the study of our history and our institutions before 
assuming the duties of citizenship. 
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Above all, we must keep our lives very close to the American ideal if we would 
be prepared to lead others. The Department Patriotic Instructor and Chairman of 
Americanization will be pleased to receive suggestions or questions at any time from 
all fellow-workers. Send reports of your accomplishments, and even of failures. 
Much that is valuable is learned by mistakes, our own and others. 

Let us work together and results will come, and we will all try to meet in a 
general conference at the time of the mid-winter meeting of the Department. 

As our inspiration, let us adopt those stirring lines of John McRae, from "In 
Flanders Field": 

"To you from failing hands we throw 
The torch; be yours to hold it high.*'

To Corps Patriotic Instructors and Americanization Committees: 
Dear Fellow-Workers: 

In a few weeks we shall surrender our present offices to our successors, but in 
the meantime there remains two of the best months of the year for good work. 
The retiring National President expressed regret that so few reports of patriotic 
work came from the Corps. Let us make this the banner year for the Mother De- 
partment, making glad the heart of our own Natbnal President. The recent Na- 
tional Convention voted that blanks be sent Corps Patriotic Instructors early in 
December. Each Patriotic Instructor will therefore record her own work, and on 
retiring from office forward her blank, though her Corps President, to the Depart- 
ment Patriotic Instructor. When you make your report in writing to your Corps, 
at the last meeting of the year, will you please forward a copy of it to the Depart- 
ment Patriotic Instructor? Much interesting work will thus be reported, which 
might not appear upon the blank. This will assist greatly in making a report of 
the year's work, in the Department. Chairmen of Americanization Committees are 
requested to forwdrd similar copies of their reports for the final summing-up. 

Corps Patriotic Instructors are again reminded of the request of the National 
Committees on School Histories that they forward to the Department Patriotic 
Instructor a list of the American histories used in the schools of their town or city, 
with ihe correct titles, the names of the authors and the year of publication. The 
Chairman of your School Board will give you the necessary information. This is 
important. Massachusetts could only report progress this year because of the lack 
of returns. 

It is more than ever important that we keep in touch with the schools. If 
possible, supply Flags where needed, and use all possible influence to have them 
saluted regularly. Will you also ascertain if Flags are present where aliens take the 
oath of allegiance to the United States? Their absence has been sharply commented 
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upon by the new citizens. If a Flag is not visible, try to supply one, if only a small 
one. Members of our Americanization Committees should attend such ceremonies, 
and extend to the new-comers a hearty greeting. Especially to the alien women 
who are seeking citizenship we should give a cordial welcome. A tiny Flag pinned 
upon the coat or dress of the new Americans will be a prized souvenir. 

Desecrations, of the Flag are frequent among those who mean well, but are 
ignorant of its correct use. Leaflets giving the etiquette of the Flag, as approved 
by the highest Government authority, may be procured of the Department Treasurer 
at ten cents a dozen or seventy-five cents a hundred. Will you circulate them in 
the schools, stores and other public places in your vicinity, that the Flag may be 
treated with more respect than is sometimes done? 

Do not forget the request of the retiring National President that Corps observe 
the one hundredth anniversary of the birth of our only woman honorary member, 
Clara Barton, which occurs on December 25, 1921. This may be done publicly, or 
under "Good of the Order" at a regular meeting. The Department Patriotic In- 
structor has prepared a talk on "The Angel of the Battlefield," which, upon invita- 
tion, she will give to a limited number of Corps near Boston, which meet in the 
evening. 

Another request of Mrs. Bender deserves the attentbn of Patriotic Instructors, 
that trees be planted as tributes to individuals or Posts of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. There are oaks standing in sMassachusetts which were mature when the 
Pilgrims came to Plymouth, and some of our fine old elms have survived the storms 
of two centuries or more. What an object lesson a Grand Army tree should be a 
couple of generations hence. 

President Harding^s request for two minutes of silent prayer on Armistice Day 
should appeal to Patriotic Instructors, who may exert their influence to have the 
solemn moments properly observed in their respective communities. With a spirit 
of thankfulness for the valor and devotion of our hero dead, we should especially 
remember those who survive, and the dependents of those who gave their all.

The Chairman urges that all members of Americanization Committees, where 
there is work to be done, study the conditions carefully. If uncertain just where or 
how to take up the work, do not hesitate to lend assistance to those already engaged 
in it, from whom much may be learned. A little effort among some who call them- 
selves native Americans might also be profitable. In taking too much for granted, 
we sometimes fail to familiarize ourselves with the things we should know about our 
Government and our people before attempting to teach others. The formation of

clubs among young people who are approaching voting age is desirable. In such 
clubs native and alien may study together with mutual benefit. Interesting ad- 
dresses should be given occasionally by men and women whose experience qualifies 
them to speak upon appropriate subjects. The study of American history is also 
recommended. Upon the young, both native and alien, depends the future welfare 
of our country. Impress upon them the thought that our country and Flag will 
be exactly what they make them. While our national progress has been remarkable, 
there is still much to be desired. Consecration to the principles we have inherited, 
and concerted efforts on the part of the future citizens of our loved country, are 
absolutely necessary if our future is to rank with our glorious past. 

A work which should especially appeal to Americanization Committees is that 
of the American International College at Springfield, Mass. In this College young 
people of foreign birth are b^ing trained in American ideals, for service in foreign 
communities. Literature may be obtained by addressing Chancellor C. S. McGown, 
American International College, 1 Amaron Street, Springfield, Mass. 

Will you not get together — Patriotic Instructors and Americanization Commit- 
tees — at your County Association meetings.^ An interchange of ideas and experi- 
ences among those working along similar lines is of great value. The Department 
Patriotic Instructor expects to attend the Fall meetings of the Department at 
Springfield and Lynn, and wishes to meet personally all Patriotic Instructors and 
members of Americanization Committees present. .Do not fail to introduce your- 
selves. She will not know all your faces, but you will recognize her. 

If we co-operate earnestly results will come. Do not forget that we want l^e 
best reports ever, if we would help to retain the prestige of Massachusetts. 

Wishing you all success, and that you may be supremely blessed at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas with all the joys of those sacred days of home-coming and 
loving communion of kindred and friends,
